N all the Acts by which we have been conſtituted, one of the ex- 
preſs Purpoſes of our Appointment, and, in the laſt Act, the only 
one particularly mentioned, is “ to examine and ſtate, in what Manner, 
« and at what Times, the Receipts, Iſſues, and Expenditures of the 
« Public Monies are now accounted for; and to conſider and report, 
by what Means and Methods the Public Accounts may in future be 
60 paſſed, and the Accountants compelled to pay the Balances due from 
them, in a more expeditious, more effectual, and leſs expenſive 
& Manner.” 

In our Examination into the Pay Offices of the Navy and Army, we 
found the Accounts very far in Arrear; Seventy-five Millions, the Iſſues 
of upwards of Twenty-four Years, to October 1780, for the Navy 
Services; Forty-ſevea Millions, the Iſſues of Sixteen Years, to the ſame 
Period (excluſive of the unſettled Account of Lord Holland) for the 
Army Services, were unaccounted for. So ſtriking a Circumſtance 

would have led us, of courſe, to that Office where the Public Accounts 
of the Kingdom are audited, that we might endeavour to diſcover the 
Caules of this Delay ; whether it arifes from any Want of Power to 

_ compel Perſons to come to Account, or from any Neglect in the Ex- 
ereiſe of that Power; whether from any Defect in the Conſtitution, or 
in the Execution of the Office that audits the Accounts ; or whether it 
is occaſioned by any Obſtructions thrown in the Way by the accountable 
Perſons themſelves. 
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We inquired, in the firſt Place, whether there exiſts any compulſive 
Power to bring in Public Accountants, and what Steps are taken pre- 


vious to their accounting. Upon theſe Points, Mr. John Hughſon, 
Clerk of the Debentures, in the Office of the Auditor of the Exche- 


quer; Adam Martin, Eſquire, firſt Clerk in the Office of the King's 


Remembrancer in the Exchequer; and Mr. Alexander Bennet, one of 


the ſworn Clerks in the ſame Office, gave us the following Information: 

The Power of compelling Public Accountants to come to Account, 
is lodged in the Court of Exchequer : It is exerciſed by either an Ore 
dinary or an Extraordinary Proceſs. The Ordinary Proceſs, is a Writ 
of Diſtringas ad Computandum, iſſued by the King's Remembrancer 
periodically, and of courſe, after every iſſuable Term. The Extraor- 
dinary Proceſs, is a Writ of Capias ad Computandum, which iſſues by

counted for is in Danger, and upon particular Application made to them 
for that Purpoſe. 


The Proceedings upon the Ordinary Proceſs are in the following 
Manner: 

All Money iſſued from the Exchequer by the Auditor of the "Fe a 
is iſſued either upon Account, or without Account: It does not depend 
upon his Diſcretion, which of theſe Forms he ſhall make uſe of; he is 
governed by the Authority that direQs the iſſue ; that is, either by an 
Acc of Parliament, or by the King's Warrant under the Great or Privy 


Seal ; and by no other Authority than thele can Money be iſſued out 
of the Exchequer. 


Twice in every Year, after each of the iſſuable Caring, the Auditor 
of the Receipt makes out a Roll, called The General Impreſt Roll, 
which contains all the Sums iſſued from the Exchequer upon Account, 
during the preceding Half Year, with the Names of the Perſons to 
whom, and for what Services, iſſued. This Roll is recorded by the 
Clerk of the Pells, and tranſmitted to the Office of the King's Remem- 
brancer ; a Mode of Proceeding directed by the Act for the better Ob- 
ſervation of the Courſe antiently uſed in the Receipt of the Exchequer. 

About the ſame Time that this Impreſt Roll comes to the King's 
Remembrancer, the Auditors of the Impreſt make out and ſend to him 
a Certificate of the Accounts depending in their Office: By theſe Means

the King's Remembrancer has every Half Year full Information to re- 
gulate his Proceedings; the General Impreſt Roll tells him what Perſons 
are become accountable, and for what Sums ; and the Impreſt Certifi- 
cate ſhews him which of thoſe Perſons are proceeding to paſs their Ac- 
counts, and how far any of them have proceeded in paſſing them. 
This Officer exerciſes a diſcretionary Power, both as to the Perſons 


againſt whom, and the Time when, he ſhall iſſue the Di/fringas : He 


pays little Attention to the General Impreſt Roll, for Two Reaſons ; 
Firſt, becauſe many of the Sums mentioned therein to have been iſſued 
on Account, are nevertheleſs in their Nature not ſubject, nor intended 
to be accounted for; as Salaries, and Payments for ſmall Services 
performed. And, Secondly, becauſe thoſe Sums which are intended 
to be accounted for, having been iſſued ſo recently as within the laſt 


Half Year only, may not have been applied to the Purpoſes for which 
they were intended, or, if they have, the Accountants can hardly be- 
ſuppoſed to be ready with, and to have prepared their Accounts for 


Examination ſo ſocn after the Application. 


The Impreſt Certificate is the Inſtrument by which the King's Re- 
membrancer, in Conſultation with the Deputy Auditor of the Impreſt, 


is governed as to the Perſons againſt whom he ſhall iſſue this Proceſs. 


Where the Accounts therein ſtated appear to be of very ancient Date, 


or depending and in a Train of Proſecution, ſuch Accountants are not 


put in Proceſs ; if the Accounts are of late Date, and the Accountants, 


having had a reaſonable Time for Preparation, have taken no Steps for 
the Proſecution, againft theſe the Diringas iſſues. 

All Accountants, unleſs the Place of their Abode is ſpecified, are 
ſuppoſed to reſide, and moſt of the great Accountants do in fact re- 


5 fide, within the Juriſdiction of the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex :: 


To them, therefore, the Di/ringas againſt theſe Accountants iſſues. 


We required from the King's Remembrancer the Writ of Diftringas 
that iſſued to thoſe Sheriffs after the laſt Hilary Term, with the Re- 


turn and Schedules annexed, for our Inſpection; a Copy. of the Writ 
and Return is inferted in the Appendix. 

The Schedules annexed to this Writ are very numerous; many of 
them contain large Sums. They are of various Dates; and ſome very 
ancient, as far back. as. the Year 1698. Each contains the Name of 
the 
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the Accountant, and, frequently, the Sum for which he is to account, 
and the Service for which it was iſſued. The Return of the Sheriffs 


to the Writ before us is, as to all the Accountants in the ſeveral 


Schedules thereto annexed, indiſcriminately, that none of them had 
any Lands or Chattels in his Bailiwick by which he could diſtrain 


them; nor were they found in the ſame ; that is, in the Language of 


Office, a Nichi] Return, or Nulla bona and Non eff inventus. 

From the Information of Mr. 7h Benſon, the principal Clerk in the 
Office of the Sheriff of Middleſex, we learn the Practice of the Office 
relative to this Writ. It is uſual not to execute it; it is a Proceſs of 
Courſe ; and the Return indorſed upon the Writ before us, is the con- 
ſtant regular Return upon every one of theſe periodical Writs of D 


 tringas ad Computandum. 


The King's Remembrancer, after it is returned to his Office, takes 
off from the Bundle of Schedules the returned Writ, together with thoſe 


Schedules in which the Purpoſe of the Diſtringas has been ſatisfied, and 


files them with the Writ : The Remainder of the Schedules, with the 
Addition of the Names and Schedules taken from the laſt Impreſt 
Certificate, are annexed to the renewed Writ, and are iſſued again to 
the Sheriff. Upon his Appoſal in the Court of Exchequer, the new 
Schedules are read to him, and he is queſtioned upon his Oath relative 
to the Execution of this Writ : His Anſwer is uſually agreeable to his 
Return. Sometimes the Baron of the Exchequer before whom he is 


appoſed, where the particular Caſe ſtrikes him, directs the Sheriff to 


return Iſſues to a certain Amount: In that Caſe, the Sheriff alters his 
Return, and indorſes upon the Writ the Iſſues directed, which are 
tranſmitted to the Pipe Office, to be levied by Proceſs from thence ; 
but of this Proceeding the Inſtances are rare, and the Officer of the 
Sheriff of Middle/ex recollects but one Inftance in Thirty-three 1 
where Iſſues were drawn down to the Pipe, and levied. 


Having thus examined into the Means of compelling Public Account- 
ants to come to an Account, we proceeded, in the next place, to the 
Office where theſe Accounts are audited; that is, to the Office of 
the Auditors of the Impreſt. Of the Conſtitution, Authority, and 
Execution of this Office, we received Information from Jh Bray, 

Eiquire, 
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Eſquire, late Deputy Auditor, and from Charles Harris, Eſquire, one 
of the preſent Deputy Auditors in the Office of Lord Mont/tuart. 

This Office is inſtituted for the ſole Purpoſe of auditing an examin- 
ing the Public Accounts : It is executed by two Auditors, independent 
of each other; each having a ſeparate and diſtin Office, his own De- 
puties, Officers, and Clerks. He is appointed by Letters Patent. Upon 
Inſpection of thoſe by which Lord Sondes and Lord Moungſtuart now 
enjoy this Office, it appears that he is appointed Auditor of the Preſt 
or Impreſt, and foreign Accounts, to execute the Office by himſelf, or 


his Deputy or Deputies, during his good Behaviour. The Power 
therein delegated to him is, to audit and determine, with the Advice, 


Authority, and Conſent of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury and 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Accounts and Views of Accounts of 


ſeveral Officers and Duties therein particularly ſpecified ; and, in ge- 
neral, of all Perſons being accountable for any Sums of Money received 
by the Name of Impreſt from the King, or any other Perſon in his 
Name, and to be applied about the Affairs of the King: It is confined 
to the Examination of the Accounts ; he has no Power to bring the 
Accountants before him; if not compelled by the Exchequer Proceſs, 
they come at their own Pleaſure only. By the General Impreſt Roll 
from the Exchequer every Half Year, he learns who are become ac- 
countable, and for what Sums iſſued from thence. The yearly Accounts 
of ſome, and the final Accounts of other of the great Accountants, in- 
form him of the Inſupers or Sub-accountants ; but in the Impreſt Cer- 
tificate, which he tranſmits every Half Year to the King's Remem- 
brancer, he inſerts thoſe Accountants only whoſe Accounts are then 
depending ; and, when once inſerted, he has no Authority to leave 
them out; their Names muſt remain upon all ſubſequent Certificates, 
until their Accounts are paſled ; and from thence it ariſes that Accounts 
of a very ancient Date, Debts obſolete and deſperate, conſtantly appear 
upon theſe Certificates. 

The Accounts audited in this Office are of two kinds; Ordinary and 
Extraordinary. The Ordinary Accounts are prepared, made up, and 
preſented to the Lords of the Treaſury for Declaration, by virtue of the 
Authority veſted in the Auditor by the Letters Patent. The Extraor- 
dinary Accounts are prepared, made up, and preſented for Declaration, 


in 
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in purſuance of a ſpecial Warrant obtained for that Purpoſe, either from 


the King or from the Treaſury ; previous to the Application for this 
Warrant, the Auditor examines the Account and Vouchers, makes up 
a State of it, and preſents it to the "Treaſury for their Approbation and 
Allowance. In conſequence of ſuch Allowance, a Warrant is procured; 
which directs the Auditor to prepare, make up, and preſent for De- 
claration, the Account, conformably to the State of it ſo approved of 
and allowed. Which. of theſe Extraordinary Accounts require the 
King's, and which a Treaſury Warrant, does not ſeem to be aſcer- 
tained by any known Diſtinction; the Auditor is taught by the Uſage 
of Office only, which he is to apply: for. The Accounts of Governors 
and Quarter Maſters General are paſſed by the King's Warrant ; the 
Accounts of Contractors by a Treaſury Warrant. 

Some of the Accounts are Annual, and have a Continuance ; as thoſe 
of the Treaſurer of the Navy, and Paymaſter General of the Forces ; 
ſuch Accounts are uſually paſſed, a Year's Account alternately in each 
Office ; other Accounts are carried, at the Option of the Accountant, to 
which of the Two Offices he chuſes; but it is in the Power of the 
Lords of the Treaſury to direct an Account to be audited in either 
Office; and there are ſome Accounts, ſuch as thoſe of the Bank and 
Bou Sea Company, which are audited by both Offices jointly. 


Having thus een a general Knowledge of the Mode of tranſ- 
acting the Buſineſs of this Office, we proceeded to inquire into the 
Application of theſe general Rules to the auditing and n the parti- 
cular Accounts. 

We began this Inquiry in the ſame Order in which we had examined 
into the Offices themſelves; that is, firſt with the Accounts of the 
Treaſurer of the Navy. We required from the Auditors of the Impreſt 
the laſt declared Account of a Treaſurer of the Navy, with the Ledgers, 
Charge, Diſcharge, and other Materials from which that Account was 
made out. The Account tranſmitted to us purſuant to this Requi- 


tition, was that of the late George Grenville, for One Year, ending the 


3ilt of December 1759, with Three Folio Ledgers, and other detached 
Papers ; eee eee the Total Charge upon him for that Year, his 


Total Piicharge, and Two Abſtracts, 
The 
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The Charge conſiſts of Two Parts; the Impreſt Roll, and the Vo- 
juntary Charge. The Impreſt Roll contains all the Sums impreſted to 
him from the Exchequer during the Period of his Account; and is 
produced by the Treaſurer to the Auditor as his Proof for that Charge. 
The Voluntary Charge contains all the Sums received by him during 
the ſame Time upon other Accounts, and Deductions made by him in 
his Payments; that is to ſay, Impreſts of former Treaſurers cleared by 
him, Money ariſing from the Sale of old Navy and Victualling Stores 
and decayed Proviſions, Abatements from Bills, and from Ship, Vard, 
and Sick and Hurt Books, from Half Pay Liſts, and Chatham Cheſt. 

The Diſcharge conſiſts of Entries of the following Articles: All the 
Bills paid by him in the Year 1759, for the Ordinary and Extraordi- 
nary Navy Services, for the Sick and Hurt, and for the Victualling 
Service : They are numbered, and entered as paid, either on the 14th 
or on the laſt Day of every Month, theſe: Two being the Periods on 
which the Treaſurer certifies his Receipts and Payments to the Navy and 
Victualling Boards. The Number of the Navy Bills in this Year's 
Account, is Five thouſand and Fifty-two ; of the Victualling, Three 
thouſand Three hundred Forty-eight ; and of the Sick and Hurt, One 
thouſand and Forty ; together, Nine thouſand Four hundred and Forty 


Bills ;—Entries of the Extra Payments, with the Receipts for them an- 


nexed, being Twelve in Number ;—Entries of the Payment of Two 
hundred and Forty-four Ships Books made up as paid in that Lear; 


each Entry is the Sum Total of the Wages of the Maſter, Officers, and 


Mariners, during their Service on board that Ship, for a certain ſtated 
Period, referring to that Ship's Books remaining in the Navy Office ;— 
Entries of the Total Sums paid to the Clerk of the Cheque, Officers, 
and Men, employed in each Yard, for their Wages during a certain 
ſtated Period; and of the Total Sums paid to the Hoſpital Ships, and 
for Sick Quarters, referring to Books;. and for the Half Pay, referring 
to Liſts; all remaining in the Navy Office. 

The Two Abſtracts are, the Navy, and the Victualling. The Navy 
Abſtract is an Index, in which all the Bills are entered under general 
Heads, ranged alphabetically, exprefling, for the moſt part, either the 
Services, or the Species of Stores or Materials, which is the Subject 


Matter of the Payment. Each Entry contains the Sum, and the Perſon 
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to whom paid; and the Payments under each Head are caſt up to a 


Total. It contains alſo the Sums paid for the Sick and Hurt, Extra Pay- 


ments, and on the Ship, Yard, Hoſpital, and Sick Quarters Books, and 


on the Half Pay Lift. To this is prefixed an alphabetical Index of all 


the Heads, with their ſeveral Totals, caſt up into One Sum; this is called 
the Abſtract abſtracted. 


The other Abſtract contains the Victualling payments, digeſted and 
ranged in a Method ſimilar to that of the Navy Abſtract. Theſe Ma- 


terials, collected together, form a complete Ledger of a Year's Account 


of a Treaſurer of the Navy: From them is compoſed the formal Account, 
which paſſes through various Offices, and to a State of which the Trea- 
ſurer ſwears. | | 
Sections of the Ledgers, and the other Papers, are ſent, from Time 
to Time, from the Pay Office of the Navy to the Office of the Auditor 
of the Impreſt; but none of the Vouchers for the Entries are ſent 
with them (except the Receipts for the Extra Payments, which are very 
few); nor does the Auditor inſpect any of theſe Vouchers ; he allows 
the Payments upon a different Ground. The laſt Page of the Volun- 
tary Charge, and every Page of the Ledgers, which contain the Entries 
of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Hurt Bills, or the laſt Page, 
where the Entry of a Bill takes up more Pages than One ; every. Page 
containing the Payments on the Ship, Yard, Hoſpital, and Sick Quarters 
Books, and on the Half Pay Lift, is ſigned at the Bottom by Three 
Commiſſioners of the Navy. Upon the Authority of theſe Signatures, 


the Auditor allows the Voluntary Charge, and all the Payments, with- 


out the Production of any of the Vouchers: He does this in purſuance 


of a Writ of Privy Seal, which every Treaſurer of the Navy procures 


ſoon after his Appointment, and which directs the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy, in the firſt place, to examine the Ledger Books of Accounts of 
the Treaſurer, and Three of them to ſign every Page, and orders that theſe 
Books, ſo ſubſcribed, ſhall be taken and allowed a ſufficient Warrant 
and Voucher to the Auditors, and all other Officers of the Exchequer, 
to give full Allowance of the Payments therein mentioned to be made. 


Hence the Ledger alone, thus ſubſcribed, becomes the ſole Voucher 


for every Payment therein contained; and the only, or at leaſt the 


principal, — of the e! is to prepare and reduce the 
8 Account 
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Account into the Official Form ; which he does in the following 


Manner : 
The Sections and AbſtraQs are generally proceeded upon as ſoon as 


they are received in the Office. The Auditor compares the Entry of 
each Article in the Section with the Entry in the Abſtract; and where 
the Bill involves a Calculation, or conſiſts of many Articles, he examines 
the Computation, and caſts up the Articles. Where the ſame Perſon 
has received Sums at different Times, for the ſame Service, theſe Sums 
are entered in the Ledger at the Times they were ſeverally paid ; but 
the Auditor alters the Diſpoſition of them; he colleQs them altogether, 
and is thereby enabled to check the Ledger Entries, and to detect Over- 
payments: Being poſſeſſed of the Warrants and Receipts for the Extra 
Payments, he examines thoſe Entries with the Vouchers themſelves, and 
caſts up the Totals under each Head in the Abſtracts. | 
After he has received all the Materials from the Pay Office, the Offi- 
cial Account is compiled, and reduced to the following Form: The Firſt 
Diviſion is the Charge; which comprehends the Arrears due from the 
Treaſurer on the Foot of his laſt Account, the Money impreſted to him 
from the Exchequer, and his Voluntary Charge. The Impreſt Part is 
an Eng/;/h Tranſlation of the Impreſt Roll (which is in Latin) but re- 
taining the Latin Names of the Terms in which the Sums were iſſued. 
The Firſt Part of the Voluntary Charge conſiſts of Impreſts in former 
Treaſurerſhips, cleared in the Time of this Account. The Auditor 
ranges the Articles under this Head in the Account in a Manner dif- 
terent from that in the Ledger. In the latter, they are entered in the 
Order of Time in which the Impreſts are brought to the Office to be 
cleared ; but the Auditor tranſpoſes them into the Order of Time in 
which the original Bills iſſued. By this Arrangement he can refer more 
eaſily to the Inſuper Liſt in the Final Account of that Treaſurer who 
iſſued them, in order to mark them off as cleared. The other Parts of 
the Voluntary Charge are copied from the Abſtract, and conſiſt of the 
Total Sums only, paid under the ſeveral Heads. This comprehends 
the whole Charge, unleſs Errors in the Account afford Matter of Sur- 
charge. | 
The other Diviſion of the Account is the Diſcharge. Of this the 
— Part is taken from the Abſtract abſtracted. The Heads are copied 
C 2 into 
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into the Account, with the Total Sum paid for each Head, not the 


particular Articles compoſing that Total, except in the following In- 


ſtances. In the Navy Diſcharge—Bounties, Diſburſements, Extra Pay- 
ments, Penſions, Salaries, Sick and Hurt Payments, Ships Books, 
Rent, and Rewards. In the Vicualling Diſcharge Extra Payments, 
valaries, Rent, and Workmanſhip. Of theſe Heads it has been the 


Uſage of Office to enter upon the Account each particular Article; and 


for this Reaſon; it enables the Auditor to refer with greater Facility 
to former Accounts, and guard againſt a ſecond Credit of the ſame Pay- 
ment. He does not range the Articles under each Head exactly in the 
Order they ſtand in the Abſtract; he diſpoſes them as beſt ſuits his 
own Ideas and Convenience. The Fees for paſſing the Account, and 
the Balance due from the Treaſurer, conclude the Account of the Vear; 
unleſs it be his Final Account, and then the Voluntary Charge con- 


tains ſeveral other Articles of a ſimilar Kind, copied into the Account 


in like Manner with the reſt; and there is alſo added at the End a Liſt 
of the Inſupers, that is, of thoſe Perſons to whom Sums have been 
iſſued upon Account, but which have not been cleared during the Time 


of the Treaſurerſhip, with the Sums and Dates of the Impreſt Bills. 


The Treaſurer has no Credit in his Annual Account for the Sums im- 


preſted and not cleared by him in each Year; they are reſerved for, 


and entered in, his Final Account, where he has Credit for them all, 
and the Reſponſibility is transferred to the Perſons themſelves who have 
received the Sums, and they are returned accountable. This Liſt, in 
a long Treaſurerſhip, ſwells to a great Size; it is tranſmitted from the 
Pay Office of the Navy, ſigned by Three Commiſſioners, and admitted 
upon the Authority of that Signature. The Names on the tranſmitted 
Liſt are entered in the Order of Time in which the Impreſt Bills were 


paid ; but they are tranſpoſed upon the Account into an alphabetical 


Order, for Two Reaſons; that all the Sums impreſted to. the ſame 
Perſon may be brought together; and, that each Article may be the more 
eaſily found hereafter, to be marked in the Margin, when it is cleared 


in a ſubſequent Account: But in the Final Accounts that are now 


making up in the Treaſurer's Office, the Mode of ranging the Names 
of the Inſupers alphabetically is adopted. The laſt Step is, comparing 
the Balance ſtated by the Auditor with the Balance of the Treaſurer ; 


and, 
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and i it agrees, the Account is completed. A ſhort State of this 
ſwears to, or, if a Peer, atteſts, before the Barons of the Exchequer, or 
Commiſſioners appointed by them. The Total Charge upon Mr. Gren- 
ville in this Account, for the Year 1759, is Six millions Six hundred 
Seventy- four thouſand Two hundred Twenty-ſix Pounds; the Total 
Diſcharge, Four millions Five hundred Fifty-five thouſand One hundred 
and Five Pounds. 


the one on Paper, called The Declared Account, or Declaration; the 
other on Parchment, called emphatically, The Account; both of them are 
ſigned by the Deputy Auditors, preſented to the Lords of the Treaſury 


other Lords of the Treaſury, and by the Chief Baron of the Exchequer. 
The Declaration is preſerved in the Auditors Office; and the Account 
is carried to the Offices of the King's Remembrancer and of the Lord 
Treaſurer's Remembrancer, and then to the Pipe; where it remains 
and from whence the Treaſurer receives his Quietus. 


Such is the Progreſs of an Account of a Treaſurer of the Navy through 
the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. 


As none of the Vouchers, except thoſe for the Extra Payments, are 
produced to the Auditor, but he relies for the Exiſtence, as well as for 
the Truth of them, upon the Subſcription of the Three Commiſſioners 
of the Navy, we thought it neceſſary to enquire what is the Exami- 
nation given in the Navy Office to theſe Accounts, that warrants the 
Commithoners in ſtamping ſo great a Credit upon theſe Entries. To 
this Purpoſe we examined the Officers who are employed in thoſe 
Branches of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Hurt Offices, through 
which theſe Accounts paſs. | 

In the Navy Office, we examined Mr. O/borne Standert, Chief Clerk 
to the Controller of the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy in 
the Bill Office, and Mr. William Paynter, his Chief Clerk. in the 
Ticket Office; Mr. Benjamin Holl, Chief Clerk to the Controller of 
the Navy in the Branch for the Payment of Scamens Wages, and Mr.

William Sayer, Chief Clerk for clearing Im- 
preſts; and Mr. John Smith, Chief Clerk for keeping the Charge on 
the Treaſurer of the Navy: And in the Sick and Hurt Office, Mr. 
Nathan Crow, Chief Clerk to the Commiſſioners, together with Ceorge 
Stwaffeld, Eſquire, Caſhier of the Victualling in the Office of the Trea- 
ſurer. From them we are ſupplied with the following Information : 
The Year's Account of a Treaſurer of the Navy is made out in the 
Three Branches of his Office, each Branch attending to that Part of the 
Account which relates to its own Buſineſs, and tranſmitting it to the 
Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. The Vouchers both for the 
Charge and Diſcharge, and the Entries of thoſe Vouchers in the Sec- 
tions, all receive an Examination, Check, and Correction, in. ſome 
Branch or other of the Navy, Victualling, or Sick and Hurt Offices, 
previous to their being ſigned by the Commiſſioners of the Navy, and to 
the Tranſmiſſion of the Sections to the Office of the Auditor. | 
The Charge is checked in the following Manner :—As to the Impreſt 
Part, the Exchequer every Month, and the Treaſurer immediately after 
his Receipt, tranſmit to the Navy Board Certificates of all the Sums im- 
preſted to him : Twice in every month he certifies to them all his Re- 
ceipts and Payments in general; the Contents of theſe Certificates are 
entered in the Navy Office; with theſe Entries his Impreſt Charge is 
compared, as well as verified by the Impreſt Roll obtained by him from 
the Exchequer. 
As to the other Part, which is the W Charge, much the 
greateſt Part of it is directed into his Hands by Letters from either the 
Navy or Victualling Boards; cf which Letters Entries are made in the 
reſpective Offices ; and as he receives the Sums mentioned in thoſe Let- 
ters, he inſerts them in his next Certifieate ; beſides which, the Sums 
received by him from Impreſts cleared, and from Abatements on Bills 
or Books, appear upon the Face of the Bills and Books themſelves, and 
every Bull is regiſtered in 1ts proper Office. The Voluntary Charge 
conſiſts of Three Parts, and is made out, one Part in each Branch of 
the Treaſurer's Office. That made out in the Pay Branch, conſiſting 
of Abatements on Ship and Yard Books, and Half Pay Liſte, is checked 
and examined in the Office of the Controller of the Navy, by a Ledger 
kept 
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kept there for the ſpecial Purpoſe of entering every one of the Articles. 
contained in that Charge, and which Entries are taken from the Books 
themſelves, the Sums there inſerted having been calculated, examined, 
and compared in Three different Offices. That made out in the Caſhier's 
Branch, conſiſting of Impreſts cleared in former Treaſurerſhips, Abate- 
ments from Bills, Money produced by the Sale of old Stores, and re- 
A | ceived from the Succeſſor, is examined and checked by Entries made of 
1 every Article that compoſes it in the Office of the Controller of the 
Treaſurer's Accounts. That Part made out in the Victualling Branch, 
conſiſting of Impreſts cleared, Abatements from Bills, Sums ariſing from 
the Sale of old Stores, Fees of Oxen, and decayed Proviſions, is exa- 
mined with the Entries in the Ledger, kept in that Branch of the Vic- 
tualling Office, for keeping the Charge upon the Treaſurer ; in which 
Ledger every Article of this Charge is entered, either from the Letters 
directing the Payment, or from the Bills themſelves: A Copy of this 
Charge is ſigned by Three Commiſſioners of the Victualling, which is 
the Warrant for the Signature of the Three Commiſſioners of the Navy, 
upon that Copy which is ſent to the Auditors Office. 

The Diſcharge is checked in this Manner: Every Bill paid by the 
Treaſurer is made out in ſome Branch or other of the Navy, Victualling,

One in that 
Branch of the Office of the Controller of the Treaſurer's Accounts, 
called the Ticket Office; Two in the Office of the Controller of the 
Navy, one of them for the Commiſſioner who controls the Payments, 
the other for the Controllers Clerk who attends him; and Two in the 
Office of the Treaſurer: This Book contains the Names, the Times of 


together with the full and net Wages of all Perſons who are paid upon 
that Book; all theſe ſeveral Sums are calculated, examined, and checked, 
both in the Ticket Office and in the Office of the Controller of the 
Navy; and the full Sum to be allowed the Treaſurer, for the Pay of 
that Ship, is entered at the End of the Ship's Book, and is the fame 
Sum in the Treaſurer's Ledger, which he claims to be allowed him for 
the Payment of that Ship. 

When a Ship is paid, a Commiſſioner of the Navy, Two Clerks from 
the Treaſurer's Office, and one from each of the Controller's Offices, 
attend, each with his Book ; by which Means they are a Check upon 
each other: Three of theſe . are made up at the ſame Time, and 
compared together; and remain afterwards, one in the Office of the 
Treaſurer, another in that of the Controller, and the Third in that of the 
Controller of the Treaſurer's Accounts. The Treaſurer's Sections, contain- 
ing the Sums paid upon the Ship's Books, are taken from the full Books, 
after they are made up and ſigned by Three Commiſſioners of the Navy, 
and are compared, in the Office of the Controller of the Treaſurer's 
Accounts, with the Sums entered upon the Books in that Office. The 
Sums for the Hoſpital, Half Pay, and Sick Quarters, are likewiſe taken 
from, and compared with, the full Books kept for thoſe Services 
Upon a Final Account, the Inſuper Liſt is taken from the Imprelt | 
Ledgers, one kept in the Office of the Controller of the Treaſurer's 
Accounts, another in the Office of the Controller of the Victualling Ac- 
counts; and in ſome one of which every Impreſt Bill is entered: Thi 
Lift is compared with the Entries in theſe Impreſt Ledgers. X 
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In conſequence of this Examination of the Entries in the Treaſurer's 
Ledger, with the Vouchers for, and Entries of the ſame Articles in the 
Books, of the different Branches of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and 
Hurt Offices, the Commiſſioners of the Navy are authorized to give to 
the Entries in that Ledger a Credit equal to the Credit of original 
Vouchers, and to give to the Treafurer a Diſpenſation with the Pro- 
duction of thoſe Originals in the Office where he is finally to paſs his 
Accounts. | | I 

The Information we have thus collected, enables us to form ſome 
Judgment of the Cauſes of the Delay in paſſing the Accounts of the Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy, as well as ſupplies us with Matter for Regulation, 


worthy, in our Opinion, to be ſubmitted to the Attention of the Legi- 
llature. | | 


The Cauſe of Delay that occurs the firſt in this Inquiry, is the not 


executing the compulſory Proceſs intended to bring in Perſons to account. 
This is a Source of Delay that extends to every Account ſubject to be 
paſſed in the Auditors Office. h 

A Diftreſs is an ancient and legal Method of forcing a Perſon to do cer- 
tain Acts, which the Law requires of him; and it is an effectual Me- 
thod ; for he refuſes at the Peril of forfeiting to the Crown a Part of his 
Property, and if he continues refractory, of having that Forfeiture in- 
creaſed till he obeys : But the Di/?ringas ad Computandum is a Proceſs 
utterly nugatory; it iſſues out of mere Form; and, though levelled at 
Perſoris who have Millions to account for, it is never executed. The 
long Uſage of Office warrants the Sheriff to give it under his Hand, and 
to confirm it by his Oath in the Court of Exchequer, that the Treaſurer 
of the Navy is not to be found either in the City of London or in the 
County of Middleſex, and that the Paymaſter General of the Forces has 


neither Lands nor Chattels in either of thoſe Diſtricts by which he can be 
diſtrained. | | 


So far as the preſent Syſtem of paſſing the Public Accounts ſhall be re- 
tained, this Proceſs ought to be made effectual: It cannot be ſo in its pre- 
tent State. The Writ muſt be diſincumbered of that Load of old and 
uſeleſs Schedules, at preſent always annexed to it. Authority ſhould be 
given to inſpect and ſerutinize the Liſts of Perſons, who ſtand at this 
Time accountable to the Crown for Money impreſted or iſſued to them o11 


Account, and to diſtinguiſh thoſe who are of Ability and amenable, 
Vox. II. D 
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from the inſolvent and thoſe whoſe Accounts are remote and deſperate, 
and who can neither themſelves nor their Repreſentatives ever be proſe- 
cuted with any Hopes of Succeſs. The Names and Schedules of the 
latter ſhould all be taken from the Writ; the former only ſhould be 
annexed ; and upon all named in the Schedules annexed, the Writ 
ſhould be executed, and they ſhould be compelled to appear upon the 
Return, and give the Reaſons for the Delay before the proper Judges, 


the Barons of the Exchequer. 


The Certificates of the Accounts depending in the Office of the Andi- 
tors of the Impreſt require the like Correction. Public Inſtruments 
ſhould not be incumbered with uſeleſs Matter : Nothing ſhould be in- 
ſerted in them but what tends to anſwer the Purpoſe deſigned by them; 
but theſe Certificates are filled with ſtale Accounts that have been de- 


pending, many of them, for a Century, the Accountants forgotten, the 


Line of their Repreſentation not to be traced, no Vouchers to be found, 
no Veſtiges of them whatever remaining, ſave what are preſerved, to 


no Purpoſe, in theſe Inſtruments; they puzzle and confound the Offi- 


cers they arè intended to inform; they engage the Time of Clerks that 
might be uſefully employed, 1 for which the Public pay. 

The Power of diſcharging Accounts of long ſtanding has been exer- 
ciſed by the Legiſlature for the Quiet of the Subject. In the Land Tax 
Acc of the Year 1759, all Inſupers ſet in the Accounts of the Receivers 
General of the Land Tax before the Year 1746 are abſolutely diſcharged. 

Other Delays ariſe in the Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy, and 
flow in a great Meaſure from the preſent Conſtitution of that Office. As 
the Auditor of the Impreſt cannot paſs the Account until he has re- 
ceived all the Materials of which it is compoſed, we required from him 
a State of the Order of Time in which the ſeveral Parts of Mr. Gren- 
ville's Account for the Year 1759 were delivered into his Office. By 
this State it appears, that the Firſt Sections of this Year came to the 
Auditor in May 1763; that the Voluntary Charge, and ſome other 
Papers, which were the Parts of the Account that came the laſt, were 
not received until December 1781; that is, Eighteen Years after the 
Sections, and near Twenty-two Years after the Expiration of the Year 
to which the Account belongs. We required, hkewiſe, from the Au- 
ditors a State of the Accounts of the Treaſurers of the Navy, now de- 


pending in each of their Offices, with the Times when the ſeveral Parts 
s of 
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of the Accounts were delivered in to each. Theſe States ſhew, that the 
Accounts for the Two next ſucceeding Years, 1760 and 1761, are ready 


for Declaration; that the Accounts of none of the ſubſequent Years 
are complete in the Office, little more than the Navy and Vicctualling 
Sections of theſe Years having been as yet received from the Treaſurer's 
Othce. VV 

One of the principal Cauſes aſſigned for this Delay, and the only one 
that ſeems to have a Foundation, is ſtated in our Third Report: It is 
the Neceſſity of keeping open the Ships Books for many Years, even 


after the Treaſurer, in whoſe Time they were firſt opened, is out of 


Office, for the Purpoſe of completing the Payments upon each Book, 
that ſuch Treaſurer may have his proper Voucher for the Payment of 
each Ship, and to prevent the Difficulty that would ariſe in diſtinguiſh- 
ing the Payments by each, if the ſame Book was paid upon by more 
Treaſurers than one. 2 1 
Keeping open the Ships Books ſo long, beſides the Delay it occaſions 
in the Accounts, is pregnant with ſo many Inconveniences both to the 
Officer and the Office, that the Correction of this Defect is an Object 
worth attempting. 5 | | 
The Difficulty: lies in the Payment upon Recalls; that is, of thoſe 
Perſons who remain upon a Book unpaid after the Day of Payment. A 
Ship is ſaid emphatically to be paid, upon that Day in which that Ship's 
Book is firſt opened for Payment, except where One Perſon only upon 
a Ship's Book is paid upon a certain Day, in order to put that Ship out 
of Commiſhon ; and, in that Caſe, Payments within the Month after, 
are conſidered not as Recalls, but as Payments on the Pay Day. All 
Payments made ſubſequent to that Day, and before the Book is made 
up, are Payments upon Recalls, and are now made by or upon the 
Book itſelf, and by the Treaſurer in whoſe Treaſurerſhip the Book was 
firſt opened for Payment, whether he is in or out of Office. If a Method 
can be deviſed of paying thoſe After-Claimantshy the Treaſurer in Office, 
and otherwiſe than by the Ship's Book, without delaying or diſturbing 
the Pay of the Seamen, or confounding the Accounts of the Treaſurers, 
the Ships Books may then be cloſed at any Time, and this Difficulty will 
be removed. 5 |

This is Part of the Four Pounds per Man per Month, voted annually 
by Parliament for the Maintenance of the Seamen : From this Sum of 
Twenty-four Shillings, and from the Monthly Wages of every Warrant 


for the Cheſt, and Six Pence for the Hoſpital. The Qaa Shilling 1s 
divided into Three Parts, for Three different Purpoſes ; Six Pence of it 
is paid to the Cheſt at Chatham, for the Support of Hurt and Diſabled 
Seamen ; Four Pence is paid to the Chaplain ; and Two Pence to the 
Surgeon. The Six Pence is applied to the Support of Greenwich Ho- 
ſpital ; and the Monthly Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers is alſo ſub- 
ject to the ſame Deduction. The Three Pence in the Pound is a De- 
duction from the Pay of all Commiſſioned and Warrant Officers, for the 
Purpoſe of paying the Widows Penſions. The Marine Stoppages are, 
One Penny a Week from the Wages of the Private Men, Three Half 
Pence of the Corporal and Drummer, and Two Pence of the Serjeant, 
applicable to the ſame Bounty. The caſual Deductions are either for 
Articles ſupplied to them, which they are to pay for out of their Wages ;

The Ship's Book, being formed with theſe Diviſions, is ſent, with the 


Four Copies, from the Ship to the Pay Office of the Navy at that Port 


where the Ship is to be paid, with all the Columns filled up except the 
Eight following; The Cheſt, The Hoſpital, The Three Pence in the 
pound, The Marine Stoppages, The Full and Net Wages, The Sums 
remitted at the Pay of the Ship, and, Neglect. The Firſt Six, depend 


ing upon the Time of the Service of each Perſon, cannot be filled up 


until that Time is fully aſcertained by Examination, on the Day of Pay- 
ment; neither can the next, as being a Tranſaction upon that Day. 
The Column of Neglect, which contains the Mulcts and Fines, is filled 
up ſome Time before the Payment. 


The Officers and Seamen, entitled to Wages upon any Ship Book, 


may be paid, either before the Pay Day of that Ship, or upon that Day, 


or between the Pay Day and the making up of the Book, or after the 


Book is made up: Each of thoſe Tine of Payment is attended with 


ſome Difference in the Mode. The Payments on the Pay Day are 
made, and Payments upon Recalls, that is, between the Pay Day and 
the making up of the Books, are either made or ſet off upon the Ship's 
Book itſelf ; all the Circumſtances of each Payment being there en- 


tered, that Book becomes the Evidence of ſuch Payments : But Pay- 


ments made, either previous to the Pay Day, or ſubſequent to the 


making up of the Books, are not made upon the Books, but upon Liſts, 
or by Tickets, which Lifts or Tickets contain ne the Circumſtances, 


and are the Evidence of ſuch Payments. 

A Payment upon the Pay Day, which is generally the principal Pay- 
ment, is in this Manner :—The full Wages of each Perſon applying are 
calculated, and entered in the Full Column ; the open Columns of De- 
falcations are filled up: The Total of his Defalcations, both certain and 


caſual, being caſt up, and deducted from his full Wages, leaves the net

No Date is ſet in the Book 8 the Names of the Perſons who are” 
paid upon this Day; but the Indorſement of the Day upon the Book, 


lerves for the Date of all thoſe Payments: After that Day, the Book, at 


Whatever Port it may be, remains in the Pay Office there, until it is 
finally 


or for Wages that have been advanced to them, or remitted by their 
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finally cloſed, for the Purpoſe of paying upon Recalls ; which! is done 


in the following Manner: 


A Liſt of the Claimants entitled to Wages from Ships that have been 


paid, is ſent from the Ship where they are on board, to the Pay Office 
at the Port : this Liſt is examined with the Ship's Books that are 1n the 
Office ; and the Perſons upon the Liſt who can be paid, are diſtinguiſhed 
from thoſe who cannot. The current Number in the Ship's Book is 
entered upon the Liſt, oppoſite the Name of the Perſon, that he may 
be the more eaſily found upon the Book when he comes to be paid. 
The Lift, thus corrected, is returned to the Captain; who ſends on 
Shore, under the Care of a Commiſſioned Officer, thoſe Men who ap- 
pear upon the Liſt entitled to receive their Wages: They are paid 


each upon the Book of that Ship to which he belonged, and the Date 


of the Day he is paid upon is ſet oppoſite to his Name. 

Where the Liſt contains the Names of Men belonging to Ships 
whole Books are not at that Port, the Pay Clerks apply to the Pay 
Officers of thoſe Ports where the Books are, for Extracts; that is, for 
Copies of the Entries relative to thoſe Men, in the Books from which 
they ſeverally claim their Wages : Upon the Receipt of theſe Extracts, 
the Liſt is corrected by them, in ſuch a Manner as to inform the Cap- 
tain which of thoſe Men he may ſend to be paid ; and, that theſe Pay- 


ments may be ſet off upon the proper Ship's Books, the Account of 


the Extracts, that is, of the Men thus paid, 1s ſent every Quarter to the 
ſeveral Ports. 


In Payments by Liſts, either previous to the Pay Day of the Ship, or 
after the Ship's Book is made up, or by Tickets, the Name, Time of 


Service, Defalcations, and other Circumſtances of each Perſon, are 
tranſcribed from the Book of that Ship from which he claims his 
Wages, into the Liſt or Ticket. Each Entry is an exact Copy of the 
Entry relative to the ſame Perſon in the Ship's Book; and it muſt be 
ſo; for otherwiſe the remaining Defalcations, and the full and net 


' Wages, could not be calculated. After this is done, where the Pay- 


ment 1s by Liſt, previous to the Payment of the Ship, or by Ticket, 


the Wages are calculated; the open Columns all filled up; and if by 


Liſt, the net Wages are paid; or if by Ticket, that Ticket is aſſigned 


upon the Treaſurer for Payment of the net Sum therein mentioned ;

A Payment, ſubſequent to the making up of the Ship's Book, is made 
upon a Liſt of Arrears, that is, a Book that contains the Name of each 


Ship, and the Names and Circumſtances, extracted from the ſeveral 


Ships Books, of all Perſons paid after the Books on which they claim 
Wages have been made up and finally cloſed. All Ships Books are at 
preſent made up and remain afterwards at the Navy Office in London. 
A Claimant upon ſuch Books muſt firſt apply for his Wages to the Navy 


Board : They refer to the Ship's Book lodged in the Ticket Office ; 


and if he appears to be entitled, they order him to be entered and paid 
upon the Liſt of Arrears, and his Name is marked upon the Ship's 
Book as paid in that Manner, and by what Treaſurer. 

Theſe different Modes of Payment vary the Vouchers of the Trea- 
ſurer. The previous Liſt or Ticket is a Voucher for the Total of the 
net Sums contained in the Liſt, or for the ſingle net Sum in the 
Ticket, for that Treaſurer who pays it, whether he continues in Office 
long enough, or not, to pay the Book from whence the Laſt or Ticket.

When a Book is finally made up, the Defalcations oppoſite the 
Names of thoſe Perſons, who have been paid, either by previous Liſts 
or Tickets, and of thoſe who remain unpaid, are entered in the proper 
Columns. The Defalcations of each are caſt up, and the Total entered 
in the Column of Full Wages. Every Column is caſt up to a Total, 
and the Treaſurer, whoſe Book it is, is allowed, and that Book ſo filled 
up is his Voucher, for the Total Sum in the Column of Full Wages ; but 
as he has paid the Seamen, not their full but their net Wages only,. 
he diſcharges himſelf of the Difference, that is, of the Defalcations, by 
the Receipts of the Purſer, or other Perſons entitled, to whom he has 
paid them; and if he has not paid all the Defalcations, he charges 
— himſelf with what remains unpaid in his Voluntary Charge of the 
Year, in which he has Credit for that Ship's Book, and this Remainder 
is afterwards paid by the Treaſurer in Office by a Defalcation Liſt.

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to a Ship under ſailing Orders, and the Captain applies for their im- 
mediate Payment: In this Caſe, at preſent, the Commiſſioner goes on 
board with his Pay Clerks, and pays the Men that are turned over upon 
the Ship's Book ; was he to pay them upon a Lift of Arrears, it might 
poſſibly take up near double the Time, and the Service would be ſo far 
retarded. This Caſe can happen only in Time of War; and where the 
Service preſſes, and the Captain has not Time to ſend on Shore 
a Liſt of the Seamen who are to be paid ; and where the Vacancy of 
the Treaſurerſhip happens between the Pay Day of the Ship's Books and 


the Time when the Men turned over call for their Wages. 


As ſo many Circumſtances muſt concur, and conſequently the Caſe 


can rarely exiſt, we do not think the Inconvenience that may ariſe in this 


One accidental Event, counterbalances the many Public Advantages 
that certainly attend it in every other Event; and conſequently, that the 
propoſed Regulation ought not therefore to be rejected. 

But the Time employed in paying the Seamen upon the Ship's 
Books, as well as upon Lifts of Arrears, may, in our Opinion, be 


ſhortened, and the Pay Clerks be relieved from ſome Part of their 


Trouble. The Sums applicable to the Cheſt, and the Hoſpital, the 
Three Pence in the Pound, and the Marine Stoppages, are Deductions, 
after a certain Rate, out of the Wages of the Officers, Seamen, and 
Marines: We applied to the Commiſhoners of the Navy, to know by 
what Authority thefe Deductions are made: From their Returns to 
our Requiſition, we collect the following Information: 

The Copy of an Inquiſition taken at Rocheſter in the Fifteenth Year 
of Fames the Firſt, before Commuſhoners of charitable Uſes appointed 
to enquire into the State of the Fund belonging to the Cheſt at Chatham, 
recites the Origin of the Payment of the Six Pence (Part of the Deduction 
of One Shilling) to the Cheſt of Chatham : An Extract of ſo much of 
it as relates to the Subject Matter before us, we have inſerted in the 
Appendix; and from thence it appears, that this Deduction commenced 
in the Year 1590, and was a voluntary Gift and Contribution of a cer- 
tain Portion of their reſpective Wages, by the Maſters, Mariners, Ship- 
wrights, and Seafearing Men, then employed in the Service, to be a per- 
petual Relief for hurt and maimed Mariners, Carpenters, and Seamen. 

The Four Pence to the Chaplain, and the Two Pence to the Surgeon, 
which are the remaining Parts of the One Shilling Deduction under 
the 
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the Title of The Cheſt, are very ancient. The Commiſſioners of the 


was the Abatement in the Cheſt Column in the Year 1685. 


The Deduction of Six Pence under the Title of The Hoſpital, is 


ordered, by the Act of the 7th and 8th of William the Third, 
Chap. 21ſt, to be made from the Wages of the Seamen, and applied 
for the better Support of Greenwich Hoſpital An Order of the 
Board of Admiralty, dated 3d September 1696, directs the Navy 
Board to carry this Act into Execution. | 


His late Majeſty King George the Second, in conſequence of a volun- 
tary Agreement of the Officers of the Navy, by a Commiſſion dated 
the zoth Augu/t 1732, directs, that the Three Pence in the Pound 
ſhall be from that Time abated from the perſonal Pay and Half Pay 
of Officers therein deſcribed, for the Relief of poor Widows of Com- 
miſſioned and Warrant Officers of the Navy, and appoints Commiſ- 


ſioners for conducting this Charity: This Commiſſion was carried into 


Execution by an Order of the Board of Admiralty, dated 29th 
September 1732, directed for that Purpofe to the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy. . 

The Marine Stoppages are directed by an Order of the ſame Board, 
dated 2d November 1756. 1: f 

Where a Fund is to be created and eſtabliſhed for a Public Purpoſe, 
a groſs Sum is better calculated for it, than a Sum compounded of 
various Deductions: The one is ſimple, eaſy, and certain; the other, 
complex, troubleſome, and uncertain. The Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty and of the Navy muſt have full Knowledge what Sums 
have been iſſued every Year out of the Sea Pay, to the Cheſt at Chat- 
ham, Greenwich Hoſpital, and the Fund for the Relief of poor 
Widows, ever ſince their Inſtitution, They may conjecture, from 
the Experience of many Years, - what will be the Wants and Supplies 
of thoſe Charities, in every poſſible Situation of the Navy. The 
Wages of the Officers and Seamen is the Fund for them all. No 
| Reaſon, then, occurs to us, why, on ſettling the Navy Eſtabliſhment 

every Year, certain Portions of that Fund ſhould not be appropriated 
to the Support of theſe Charities, to be iſſued, from Time to Time, 
by the Treaſurer of the Navy. At preſent, he advances to all of the 


E 2 Sums 


Navy have not been able to trace them to their Origin. One Shilling 
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Sums on Account, and upon Calculation: Neither the Commiſſioners, 
nor Truſtees for theſe Charities, can know their Income from the Sea 
Pay for any One Year, until Seven or Eight Years after that Year is 
expired. They cannot know it, until the Books of all the Ships paid 
in that Year are made up ; a the Books are now in Arrear as far 
back as the Year 1775. The ſame Boards muſt likewiſe be acquainted 
with the Incomes of the Chaplain and Surgeon of every Ship, of 
whatever Rate in the Navy ; at leaſt they know what is a proper and 
adequate Compenſation for their ſeveral Services. What Objection, 
then, ariſes to the allowing to each of them, inſtead of thoſe De- 
ductions, one ſtated, certain, annual Salary, Lebring to his Station, 


payable out of the Fund of Wages ? 


It appears, in our Judgment, a general, uſeful Regulation, wherever 
it is practicable, to take away the Diſtinction between nominal and 
real Wages and Salaries, that the reputed Compenſation for Service 
may be the Sum actually received, that every Man may know the 
Price of his Labour and Abilities. Where the nominal exceeds the 
real, an ignorant Mind ſuſpects Fraud, and a weak one is deceived by 
an imaginary Income. 

As the Modes ſuggeſted of providing for theſe Charities, and wo pay- 
ing the Chaplains and Surgeons, appear to us to be practieable, they 
ought, in our Opinion, to be ſubſtituted in the Place of the Modes in 
uſe; one Conſequence of which will be, that the Four Columns of, 
The Cheſt, The Hoſpital, the Three Pence in the Pound, and, The 
Marine Stoppages, are rendered uſeleſs, and may be left out of the 
Ships Books. 


There is another Defalcation, which, in our Opinion, ought to be 


omitted for the future, as not anſwering the End propoſed ; that is, 


the Deduction under the Title of Venereal Cures. This is a Payment 
to the Surgeon of Fifteen Shillings for every Cure; and is directed 
to be charged againſt their Wages by an Order of the Board of Ad- 
miralty, dated gth of April 1756. Before that Year, the Mul& 
upon the Seaman was One Pound Ten Shillings for every Cure; 
the Order reduces it to Fifteen Shillings ; and ſtates, among other 
Reaſons for the Reduction, © that this great Charge on the Seamen 
did not prevent the Evil.”

ſevere enough to prevent the Offence. in the Year 1756, Half that 
| Mul& can hardly be ſuppoſed. more efficacious in the Year 1782. 7 
Puniſhment that neither corrects the Offender, nor deters others, is in 
+ ſelf an Evil, from which the Subject ſhould be relieved ; and there- 


fore we think the Surgeon ſhould attend to every Diſeaſe of the Sea- 


men at the Public Expence, and be allowed a certain Compenſation 
adequate to his Skill and Trouble. 
The Omiſſion of theſe Five Columns in the Ships Revks, will accele- 


rate the Payments, both upon the Books and upon the Liſts of Arrears, 


by as much Time as is now taken up in making the Calculations and 
Entries in thoſe Columns. The Calculations (however eaſy they may 
be to Perſons accuſtomed to them) and the Entries, though ſhort, yet 
being numerous, muſt, like the Tranſcripts into the Liſts, take up ſome 
Time. A Book of a Firſt Rate, for Six Months, has contained the 
Names of Fifteen hundred Eighty-ſix Perſons : Upon the Payment of 
as many of theſe Men as are Seamen, Sums muſt be calculated, and 
Entries made in two Columns at leaſt, Where Time is ſo valuable, 
every Portion of it is worth ſaving. 


From this Examination into the Effect that the Subſtitution of the Liſt 
of Arrears, in the Place of the Ships Books, will have upon the Pay- 
ment of the Seamen, we are led to be of Opinion, that if, upon the 
Death or Reſignation of a Treaſurer, all the Ships Books paid by him 
are immediately cloſed, the Succeſſor may pay all the After-claimants 
left unpaid upon thoſe Books, by Liſts of Arrears, without creating 
either Delay or Diſturbance 1n the Pay of the Seamen ; eſpecially if the 
Number of Entries upon the Lift of Arrears be reduced, by the 
Omiſſion of the Five Columns of Defalcations above mentioned. It 
remains to be ſeen, whether this Alteration will cauſe any Confuſion 
in the Accounts bo the Treaſurer. 


A Ship's Book, paid by him, will be made up in the ſame Manner 
it is now. It will be paid upon by One Treaſurer only, and will be 
his Voucher for the Total Sum contained in the Column of Full Wages; : 
for which Sum he will have Credit in his Account of that Year in 
which the Book was paid. 

The Account of his Payments by Liſts of Arrears will be varied. 
At preſent, the Books being kept ſo long open, the After-claimants 

are 
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are few; and One Entry ſerves, in his Final Account, for the whole 
Sum paid by him for Arrears during the Time of his Treaſurerſhip ; 
and One Liſt of Arrears ſuffices for his Voucher; but if he pays upon 
Liſts of Arrears, all the Perſons left unpaid upon all the Books by all 
his Predeceſſors, theſe Payments muſt become ſo very numerous, that 
inſtead of One Item in his Final Account of the Total Sum paid by him 
for Arrears in the Courſe of his whole Treaſurerſhip, he muſt inſert 
in his Account of every Year the Total Sums paid by him during that 
Year for Arrears, at every Port where he has a Liſt ; and the Liſt made 
© up, annually, at every Port, will be his Voucher for the Sums paid at 
| | that Port: But this Alteration will fill leave his Accounts clear and 
| undiſturbed. | | 
In one Branch, this Mode will be of Advantage to the Pay Office, 
ll by ſhortening their Accounts. At preſent the Pay Clerks at each Port 
tranſmit every Month to the Navy Office an Account, containing the 
Sums paid by them upon the Recalls of every Ship during that Month 
at their reſpective Ports, diſtinguiſhing the Treaſurer by whom paid, 
in order that each Sum may be poſted to the Account of the ending 
of each Ship's Book in the Ledger. From theſe Returns the Paymaſter 
of the Navy makes out Monthly Certificates of theſe Payments. The 
Places where Payments are made upon Recalls being Four, and the 
Ships Books of Three Treaſurers being open for Payment, theſe Cer- 
tificates for the Month of Augy/t laſt were Twelve; that of Mr. Ellis 
contained the Payments upon Three hundred Fifty-two Ships ; that 
of Colonel Barre, upon One hundred and Ten; beſides that of the 
Treaſurer in Office. Had theſe Payments been made upon Lifts of 
Arrears, they would have been all made by the Treaſurer in Office, 
and there would have been Four Returns only, each containing a fingle 
Article, being the Amount of all the Payments upon the Liſt of 
Arrears at that Port during that Month, and poſted in the Ledger to 
the Account of Payments on Liſts of Arrears ; ſo that, inſtead of Four 
hundred Sixty-two ſeparate Articles inſerted in the Returns, entered 
in the Certificates, and poſted into the Ledger, Four Entries only would 
have been made in each, and conſequently Twelve Entries would have 
ſerved inſtead of Thirteen hundred Eighty-ſix, for theſe Payments in 
that Month only. 
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If the Ships Books of a Treaſurer may be cloſed upon his Death or 
Reſignation, that which is aſſigned as the principal Cauſe for the Delay 
in making up his Accounts is removed: Not that this Cauſe is wide 


enough to cover the Delay. The Ships Books are in Arrear Seven 
Years only, but the Accounts are in Arrear above Twenty Tears; 
and this Delay reſts with the Office of the Treaſurer; for the 
Materials which compoſe the Accounts of the Year 1762, are not 


complete in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt; the Reaſon 
given for it is, a want of Officers and Clerks properly qualified 


to make up the Accounts in Arrear; for which the Remedy is 
obvious. 


This Examination has enabled us to form an Opinion upon another 


Point of Moment to the Public. The Legiſlature have, in the laſt 
Seſſion of Parliament, introduced into the Office of the Paymaſter 
General of the Forces, a Regulation, which, as it ſeems to us, may be 


applied as beneficially to the Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy. The 


Cuſtody of the Caſh applicable to the Navy Services, may be transferred 


from the Treaſurer to the Bank of England, and the Account only of 


the Receipts and Payments be kept in his Office. All the Sums now 
received by him may be received by the Bank: Sums from the Ex- 
chequer may be impreſted to the Bank: Sums directed by the Letters 


of the different Boards to be paid to him, may be directed to be paid 
into the Bank: All Bills aſſigned upon him for Payment may be paid, 


and all Extra Payments may be made by his Drafts upon the Bank. 


The Payment of the Seamen, the Artificers and Labourers in the Yards, . 


and the Perſons in the Hoſpital Ships, and on the Half Pay Lifts, muſt 
be carried on in the ſame Manner it is now: Theſe Men cannot be paid 


by Drafts; they muſt have Caſh ; and with that Caſh the Pay Clerks 


muſt be entruſted, as they are at preſent, and the Treaſurer muſt con- 
tinue to be reſponſible for them, as for Officers of his Appointment 


and under his Control; but this will be no Obſtruction to the Regu- 


lation. The Money may be all iſſued to the Pay Clerks by the Drafts 


of the Treaſurer upon the Bank, according to the Requiſitions of the 


Navy Board, in like Manner as many of theſe Sums are iſſued at this 


Day ; and upon the Death or Reſignation of a Treaſurer, the Balances 
of his Caſh in the Bank, and in the Hands of his Pay Clerks, may be 
ſtruck 
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ſtruck immediately, and carried over to the Account of his Sueceſſor. 
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In this Situation the Treaſurer, neither receiving nor paying Public 
Money himſelf, can be neither Debtor to nor Creditor of the Public, 


except as far as he may be reſponſible for his Clerks. On paſſing his 


Accounts, the Bill endorſed, or Requiſition of the Navy Board, 1s both 
his Authority and Voucher for his Draft. The Draft endorſed is the 
Voucher for the Bank to prove their Payment. If theſe Accounts agree 
(and they ought frequently to be compared together) it is highly pro- 
bable that they are both right. 

The only remaining Source of Delay, in the Accounts of the 
Treaſurer of the Navy, that has come under our Obſervation, is the 
Neceſſity, ariſing from the preſent. Courſe of the Exchequer, that theſe 
Accounts ſhould paſs through the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. 
Public Accounts ought certainly to be fully and accurately examined 
ſomewhere. The Officer entruſted with Public Money ſhould give an 
Account what he has done with it ; and the Public have a Right to the 
Satisfaction of knowing, that their Money has been TE to the 
Purpoſes for which they gave it. 

The Treaſurer of the Navy is an Officer merely miniſterial : He 
neither receives nor pays in conſequence of any Judgment of his 
own; but as he is directed, or according to Liſts prepared for him, 
and Rules preſcribed him ; and therefore to paſs his Accounts, is no 
more than to ſee that he by an Authority, and a correct Voucher, for 
every Payment he claims to be allowed. 

We learn from the Information of George Marſh, Eſquire, one of 
the Commiſhoners of the Navy; and from Jonas Hanway, Eſquire, 
One of the Commiſſioners of the Victualling; and from Mr. Nathan 


Crow, Chief Clerk to the Commiſhoners of Sick and Hurt, that the 


Commiſſioners of each Office are entruſted with the Power of making 
all Contracts, whether for the Purchaſe of Stores or Materials, or for 
the Performance of Services in their ſeveral Departments ; that certain 
Officers are appointed or officially bound to ſuperintend the Execution 
of the Contracts; and no Payment is directed to be made but upon the 
Certificate or Teſtimony, in ſome Shape or other, of theſe Officers, 
that the Contracts have been executed to the Amount of the Demand 
with Honeſty and Fidelity, and according to the Terms and Conditions 


of the Engagement, Certain Officers of theſe Boards, in their reſpec- 
tive 
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tive Departments, compare the Bills with the Terms of the ContraQts, 
and examine the Computations and Caſtings. The Commiſſioners. 
relying upon their Accuracy and Fidelity, aſſign the Bill ſo examined 
upon the Treaſurer for Payment. The Treaſurer, before he tranſmits 
his Account or Ledger to the Auditors of the Impreſt, ſends the ſeve- 
ral Parts of it to different Branches of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick 
and Hurt Offices, with the Vouchers : The Officers whoſe Buſineſs it 
is, in theſe Departments, compare the Articles in the Ledger with 
their correſpondent Vouchers, and with the Entries in their Books of 
Office; this Examination warrants the Subſeription of the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Navy to the Ledger Entries. The Auditor compares the 
Abſtract with the particular Items that compoſe it: He recaſts and 
recomputes the compound Articles, and makes ſome Alteration in the 
Arrangement of others. : | | 
| From this State of the Progreſs of theſe Accounts, it ſeems to us 
| that the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy are in fact not audited 
| by the Auditor of the Impreſt, but by the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy. | 
| To the Commiſſioners of the ſeveral Boards is committed the im- 
portant Truſt of making and deciding upon the Execution of all Con- 
adds. They are the ſole Judges of the Reaſonableneſs of the Terms, 
and of the Fidelity with which they are fulfilled : They direct the 
Payments or Sums to be advanced on Account, conſequent to the com- 
plete or Part Performance of the Contracts. Hence they are the ulti- 
mate Judges of the Ground and Conſideration of every Payment. 
rheſe Powers muſt be entruſted ſomewhere without Appeal; and 
where, to all Appearance, ſo properly as with the preſiding Officers 
of the ſeveral Boards, ſubject to the ſuperintending Eye of Parlia- 
ment. | | 

| Of this material Branch of an Audit, the Auditor of the Impreſt has 
no Copnizance : From the Nature and Conſtitution of his Office, he 
not competent to examine into the Grounds of theſe Payments ; or, 
3 he could examine, can he be qualified to decide upon the Propriety 
F them. Neither does he ſee any Vouchers (except for the few 
Wie Payments): He relies upon the Teſtimony of the Commiſſioners

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what has been previouſly, and to all Appearance ſufficiently, done to 
his Hands in the Navy Office, except the diſpoſing of certain Articles 
in different Order; which, as far as it is uſeful, may eaſily be adopted 
in the Office of the Treaſurer ; where they are now profiting by his 
Example in the Arrangement of the Inſupers. Errors may certainly 
eſcape the Navy and other Officers. The Auditor diſcovered an Error, 
in the Account of the Year 1759, of a double Charge of Eighty-ſeven 
Pounds Ten Shillings : And, extend the Chain of Re-examination to 
any given Length, the Poſſibility of Error muſt exiſt in the laſt Link, 
The Auditor himſelf is not perfect: Errors in his Accounts have been 
diſcovered in the Pipe Office, and corrected by him. 

Since, then, the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy are, in 
Effect, paſſed, and with ſufficient Care and Accuracy, in the Offices to 
which they ſeverally relate, and the moſt important Parts of the Exa- 


ſonable to ſuppoſe the Computations and Caſtings, generally the Buſi- 
neſs of Clerks in Office, may, with equal Safety, be finally committed 
to the ſame Deciſion. 

We are therefore of Opinion, that auditing the Accounts of the 
Treaſurer of the Navy, in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, is 
unneceſſary, and may be diſpenſed with; that the Proceedings of that 
Office upon the Accounts of the Treaſurers now before them ſhould 
ceaſe, and the Materials relative thereto be returned to the Office of the 
Treaſurer, and that the Auditors ſhould be relieved and diſcharged 
from all Attention to them for the future. 

Paſſing Public Accounts without the Intervention of the Auditors of 
the Impreſt, is no Novelty in the Exchequer. Thomas Rumſey, Eſquire, 
Deputy Auditor of the Exciſe, informed us of the Manner in which 


ſioners of Exciſe are paſſed. Theſe Commiſſioners are all jointly 
accountable for the Sums received and paid by them on account of the 
Exciſe, and other Duties committed to their Truſt : They do not paß 

their Accounts in the Cffice of the Auditors of the Impreſt, but in that 
of the Auditor of the Exciſe; an Office inſtituted for that ſpecial 
Purpoſe. The Accounts they paſs every Year, are, Sixteen Caſh Ac- 
counts, and Seventeen General Accounts. All except the Malt a 
made up to the 5th of July. Each Caſh Account contains the Ac- Wl

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count of the Weekly Receipts and Payments of the Commiſſioners them- 
ſelves only, relative to one or more Duties. It is made out by the 
Accountant General in whole Department thoſe Duties are. After

Examination, it is ſworn to by all the Commiſhoners, before the 


Curſitor Baron of the Exchequer, about the May following ; after 
which, it is delivered to the Auditor of Exciſe, with all the Vouchers : 


He examines them, and reduces the Account into the official Form 
of the Exchequer : He makes out Two Parts, one on Parchment, 


the other on Paper, as is done in the Office of the Auditors of the 
Impreſt. 3 ; 

Beſides theſe Caſh Accounts, the General Accounts are likewiſe made 
up every Year by the Accountants General, to the ſame Period. Theſe 
General Accounts are more comprehenſive than the Caſh Accounts. 
They contain all the Receipts and Payments of each particular Duty by 
every Collector throughout the Kingdom, and at the Office in London : 
They are ſigned by the reſpective Accountants General, and delivered to 
the Auditor with the Vouchers. He examines and reduces them into the 
like official Forms, and makes out ſimilar Parts of them. They are 
not ſworn to by any one. Both the Caſh and General Accounts are 
ſigned by the Deputy Auditor of Exciſe, declared every Year, uſually 
in June or July, before the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and ſigned 


by him and Two Lords of the Treaſury ; after which, the Auditor 


delivers the Parts on Parchment to the King's Remembrancer, and re- 
tains the Declarations in his own Office. The Total Charge upon the 
Commiſſioners of Exciſe, for the Year 1778, was Seven millions Four 
hundred Seventy-nine thouſand Six hundred and Thirteen Pounds; 
the Total Diſcharge was Five million Six hundred Fifty-ſix thouſand 
Eight hundred Twenty-nine Pounds. e 
We find likewiſe from the Examination of Mr. Fomes Rowlands, firſt 


Clerk in the Office of James We, Eſquire, one of the Auditors of the 
Land Revenue, that the Accounts of the Receivers General of the 


Land Tax, Window Tax, and of ſeveral other Duties, are not paſſed 


in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, but in the Office where 
he is employed. 


Since, then, the Courſe of the Exchequer does not render it abſo- 
lutely neceſſary that all Publie Accounts ſhould be paſſed in the Office 
of the Auditors of the Impreſt, we ſee no Reaſon why the Navy 
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Accounts may not proceed in the like Train with thoſe of the Exciſe. 
Of theſe Duties the Commiſſioners themſelves are the Accountants ; 
and therefore a diſtin Office is appointed for the paſſing them; but 
in the Navy, the Treaſarer being the Accountant, and neither appointed 
by, nor ſubject to, the Commiſſioners, his Accounts may, without Danger 
of Colluſion, be completely, as they are now in by far the moſt material 
Part, paſſed by the Commiſſioners of the Navy; they may be reduced 
into the Exchequer Form in the Treaſurer's Office, adopting from the 
Auditor his Arrangement of the Articles, and may be paſſed through 
the Exchequer Offices. | 
All theſe Public Accounts, in whatever Office paſſed, are drawn up 
in the Official Form of the Exchequer ; and, after Declaration, the Part 
on Parchment paſſes through the Three ſeverat Offices of the King's 
Remembrancer, the Lord Treaſurer's Remembrancer, and the Pipe. 
We endeavoured to. learn, from the Officers employed in theſe De- 
partments, to what Purpoſe theſe Accounts were paſled through ſo 
Appendix, many Offices. .

In that of the King's Remembrancer it is neceſſary, as the 
Ground for the Proceſs; and that Inrollment anſwers all the Purpoſes

Simplicity, Uniformity, and Perſpicuity, are Qualities of Excellence 


in every Account, both Public and Private; and Accounts of Public 


Money, as they concern all, ſhould be intelligible to all: Nor is this 


Learning in Danger of being loſt; the Bent of the Antiquarian, and 


the Intereſt of the Keeper of Records will preſerve it. 
The Uſe of the Eugliſb Language, and of the common Figures only, 


will ſave the Time and Trouble of the Officers; a Conſideration of 
Weight, in an Office where; at this Time, the Receipt and Iſſue is of 
above Thirty Millions each in the Year. 


As ſuggeſting Means for contracting the Public Expences is one 
great End of our Inſtitution, to which every Act expreſsly points our 
Attention, we enquired what Saving would accrue to the Public from 
this Exemption of the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy 


from the Juriſdiction of the Auditors of the Impreſt : To this End, 


we required from that Office a Liſt of the Expences attending the 
paſſing the Account the Year 1759, which had been under our 


Conſideration. | | 


The Liſt tranſmitted to us, contains Fees to the Amount of One 
thouſand Two hundred Seventy-eight Pounds Four Shillings and Two 
Pence; of which the Sum paid in the Office of the Auditor is One 
thouſand and Ninety-one Pounds Nine Shillings and Six Pence. The 
Auditor himſelf has a Fee of One hundred Pounds a Year ; and at the 
Rate of Twenty Pounds for every Hundred thouſand Pounds contained

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in the Charge, deducting the Balance in the preceding Account. 
Hence, if theſe Accounts are immediately withdrawn from the Auditor, 
the Saving will be, in his Fees alone (omitting thoſe to the Deputy and 
Clerks) One hundred Pounds for every Year ſince 1761, that is, Two L. 2, 100.

into the Office. The annual Saving for the future will depend upon 

the Navy Eſtabliſhment of the Year. | 

Thus have we endeavoured, by ſuggeſting ſuch Regulations as appear 

to us beſt calculated for the Purpoſe, to remove the Cauſes of Delay that 

have hitherto retarded the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy. 

The Benefits intended to reſult from them are—to ſecure the Public 

Money from Miſuſe ;—to reduce the outſtanding Balances for the Navy 

Services ; to enable the Treaſurer to end his Buſineſs with his Office, 

and to paſs his Accounts with greater Facility and Expedition; and, 

ſhould he retire in Diſguſt, to deprive him of the Power of diſturbing 

the Pay of the Navy, by a Refuſal to carry on the Payment of the 

Ships ;—and, finally, to further the Plan of Oeconomy, by lopping off 

ſome Branches of Expence. | 

The Annual Saving propoſed by the Regulation does not appear 

very conſiderable; when compared with the Supply of the Year, it | 
vaniſhes ; but ſuch is the State of the Public Finances, that Savings 

comparatively minute are not to be neglected : To reduce an enormous 

Public Debt, indiſpenſably requires a Syſtem of general Oeconomy; an 

Veconomy co-extenſive with the Receipt and Expenditure of the 

Public Revenue, and that pervades every Branch of both; and, though 

the Savings in each Branch ſeparately conſidered, may, to Minds ac- 

cuſtomed to the Contemplation of Millions, appear beneath Attention, 

yet of ſuch Savings is compoſed an Aggregate, that grows to an Object, 

and conſtitutes the Fund for Redemption. 3 

| Powerful and effectual may be the operation of a Principle univerſally 

diffuſed, and ſteadily adhered to; and upon ſuch an Operation only 

depends 
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depends the Character of national Juſtice, the Support of national 
Credit, and the Preſervation of the Public Welfare. 


Every Reform muſt proceed by Degrees ; it ſpreads wider and faſter, 


in Proportion as Regulations are formed, adopted, and carried into 


Execution. The Exigency of theſe Times demands that every Regula- 
tion, if approved, ſhould, as ſoon as it is formed, be apphed to its 
proper Object, that a Stop may be put, as ſoon as poſſible, to every 
unneceſſary and improper Expence. The Weight of Debt preſſes, 


and Procraſtination both increaſes the Preſſure, and more and 
more embarraſſes the Means of Relief: And, for this Reaſon, we 


have thought it incumbent upon us not to defer our Report until 
we had preceeded further in the Inveſtigation of the Office of the 
Auditors of the Impreſt; but to ſubmit to the Wiſdom of Parliament 
the Regulations that have thus far occurred to us, applicable to the 
Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy, to the End that no Advantage 
whatſoever, that can be derived from the Execution of the important 
Truſt repoſed in us by the Legiſlature, may, by our Neglect or Delay, 
be withheld, for one Moment, from the Public.

S ſoon as we had finiſhed our Examination into the Manner of 
paſſing the Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy, in the Office 
of the Auditor of the Impreſt, we proceeded to thoſe of the Paymaſter 
General of his Majeſty's Forces; and required from the Auditors of 
the Impreſt the laſt declared Account of a Paymaſter General of the 
Forces, with the Materials from whence that Account was made up. 

The Paymaſter General paſſes every Year Two Accounts in the Office 
of the Auditor; the one, as Paymaſter General of the Forces, the 
other, as Treaſurer and Paymaſter of Chelſea Hoſpital ; and therefore 
Two Accounts were returned to us, purſuant to this Requiſition : Theſe 
were the final Accounts of Lord North and the late George Cooke, Joint 
Paymaſter General of the Forces, for One Year, ending the 24th of 
December 1767, and declared the 7th of September laſt, 

The Materials which accompanied the Account of the Paymaſter 
General, were, The Pay Office Book of Account; The Eſtabliſhments; 
The Regimental Book of Account; The Poundage Book ; A Lift of 
the Deductions for the Widows Penſions; The Impreſt Roll; The

Abſtract of the Account, containing the Heads, with the Total of each 
Head: And after the Account is examined, and the Balance ſtruck, the 
Paymaſter General ſigns his Name at the Foot of this Abftra&, and 
ſwears to the Truth of the Account, before a Baron of the Exchequer. 

The Eſtabliſhments in this Year, 1767, were Five :—The Guards, 
Garriſons, and Land Forces in Great Britain—The Forces in the Planta- 
tions—The Forces in Minorca and Gibraltar — The Iriſb Regiments in 
the Pay of Great Britain—and, The Half Pay Eſtabliſhment : They 
contain the Diſtribution of the Sums granted by Parliament for defray- 
ing the Charge of the Land Forces, among the General and Staff Of- 
ſicers, the Regiments, Troops, Companies, and Garriſons, aſcertaining 
the Diviſions, and the Number of Officers and Men in each Rank and 
Diviſion, with the Quantum of their full Pay, by the Day and the Year, 
and with the Regulation of their Subſiſtence, and of the Fire and 
Candle to be allowed to the Guards and Barracks in the Garrifons. 

The Regimental Book of Account contains the Sums allotted for the 


Troops, Companies, and Garrifons, in the Pay of Great Britain during 

that Year. Each Sum is, in general, divided in this Book into Six 
Parts, under the Denominations of— The Poundage— The Hoſpital— 
The Subſiſtence - The Allowance to Widows The Off- reckonings— and, 
The Clearings: After this Book is examined, it is ſigned by the Pay-

The Impreſt Roll, compriſes the total Sum impreſted to the Pay- 
maſter General from the Exchequer in that Year. 

The Materials which are uſually ſent the firſt from the Pay Office to 
the Auditor, are, the Book of Account, with ſome of the Vouchers. 


Neither the Book nor the Vouchers are ever ſent complete at firſt; 


frequent Additions are made afterwards to both. The Auditor proceeds 
to the Examination of the Entries in the Account as ſoon as he receives- 


it; and when he has nearly finiſhed them, he applies to the Pay Office 


to complete the Charge and Diſcharge of the Year, 


In a complete Account, the Charge conſiſts of— The Impreſt from the- 
Exchequer—dSums received of various Perſons—Profit by Exchange 


Deductions and Surcharges; and is checked in the following Manner: 


The Impreſt Charge, is the Sum iſſued to the Paymaſter General in 
that Year from the Exchequer, and correſponds with the Impreſt Roll. 
The Receipts are, from the Treaſury of Ireland; from preceding or 
ſucceeding Paymaſters General; and Balances from Perſons whoſe Ac- 


counts are ſettled. The Sum received from the Treaſury of Ireland, is | 


checked by the Certificate of the Deputy Vice-Freafurer there: The 
Sums received from the Paymaſter General, are checked by the King's 
Warrants, directing them to make thoſe Payments, and by the Accounts 
of the Paymaſters, in which they have Credit for thoſe Sums : The 
Balances appear upon the ſtated Accounts themſelves, either in the Office 
of the Auditor, when they are paſſed by him, or annexed to the War- 
rant which directs the Payment, and is produced to him, when they are 
ſettled elſewhere. — Fhe Profit by Exchange, ariſes from the Difference

report, that the Payments in the Liſt are included in the Diſcharge of 
the Paymaſter General, and that the King's Warrant is neceſſary to 
authorize the Allowance : Upon this Report the Warrant is granted, 
and the Payments allowed.

The Extraordinaries are various and extenſive ; but there is not much 
Difference in the Sort of Voucher required by the Auditor to warrant 
his Allowance of the Payment : They are, in general, Payments of 
ſpecific Sums for certain Services; and therefore the Warrant, either 


endorſed, or with a ſeparate Receipt, 1s the Voucher for allowing the

Tae Auditor, having thus examined the Articles in the Pay Office

It contains the Diſtribution of the whole Sum voted by Parliament for 
defraying the Charge of the Land Forces, in certain Portions, among, 
the ſeveral Regiments, Troops, Companies, and Garriſons: The Por- 
tion to which we ſhall confine our Attention, is that which is allotted 
to a marching Regiment of Foot.

Jof Commons, appointed to conſider the State of his Majeſty's Land 
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Allowance for Widows, included in the Pay upon the Old Eſtabliſh- 
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December 1716, which contained only the Pay of the Officers and 
Men; the Second, dated the 25th of Auguſt 1717, in which, beſides 
the Pay, was inſerted the Allowance for Widows, conſiſting of the 
Pay of One private Man only. We received, likewiſe, from them, 
Copies of TW o Letters from Mr. Pulteney, the then Secretary at War; 
the one to the Commiſſary General of the Muſters, dated 11th Auguſt 
1716; the other to the Earl of Lincoln, the then Paymaſter General of 
the Forces, dated 1ft of February 1716-17, together with a Copy of 
the Diſtribution alluded to in that Letter, and of the King's Warrant 
to the Paymaſter General of the Forces, dated the 15th of July 1717, 
We may collect from theſe Papers, that, previous to this Period, theſe 
Allowances were exiſting, but in a different Shape. Five fictitious 
Men in each Company had been paſſed upon the Muſters, and their 
Pay had been applied in theſe Allowances. The Warrant of the 15th 
of July 1717 diſcontinues the Five fictitious Men upon the Muſter 
Rolls, but continues their Pay, and ſubjoins it to the Pay of the Regi- 
ment, at the Foot of the Eſtabliſhment, diſpoſing it in the Four Divi- 
ſions above-mentioned ; in which it has continued ever ſince. The 


ment, was the Pay of One private Man only ; but in the New one, it 
was encreaſed to the Pay of Two. Beſides theſe Warrant Men, each 
Company has One, Two, or Three Non-effectives, according to the 
Number of which the Company conſiſts, called Contingent Men; 
whoſe Subſiſtence is paid to the Captain, for the Purpoſe of keeping 
the Arms in Repair, and of defraying other contingent Expences of 
the Company. 

The Paymaſter General, whoſe Province it is to iſſue all theſe Sums, 
is obliged to make a Ben of his Iſſues different from that in the Eſta- 
bliſhment : He muſt attend not only to the Diviſions he finds there, 
but alſo to the Regulation of the Subſiſtence, to the Fund appropriated 
for the Clothing the Non-commiſſioned Officers and private Men, and 
to the Warrants directing the Deductions. Hence he forms a Divi- 
ſion of his own, engrafted upon the Diviſions and Regulations in the 
Eſtabliſhment : It conſiſts of Six Parts—The Subſiſtence—The Allow- Wl 
ance for Widows—{(theſe Two he takes from the Eſtabliſhment)—The

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The Clothing of the Invalids is not committed to the Colonel or Com 
manding Officer, but to the Paymaſter General of the Forces. 


: This Deſcription of the Pay of the Army, ſhews it to be apportioned 
and iſſued in a Manner complicated and intricate. It is ſo compounded 


and decompounded, that, without a very curious and minute Inveſtiga- | 


tion, it is hardly poſſible for an Officer to know whether he receives in 
any Year all that he is entitled to for his Service. 

It is not our Intention to convey any Opinion upon the Quantum of 
the Pay of the Army. We do not mean either to encreaſe or diminiſh 
what any one Perſon, in the Scale of Military Rank, receives at this 
Day as the Compenſation for his Service: We call in queſtion 
the Propriety of no one Article of Advantage that may accrue 
to him under the preſent Syſtem of Payment: It is not within our 


Province, nor are we competent to decide upon Military Merit, or ſettle 


the Stipends for Military Services. The Object of our Regulations is 
the Mode of Payment only, and the rendering that Mode more ſimple 
and intelligible, more uniform and equal. 


In the Regulation of an Office, it is prudent to keep as near as poſſible 


to the Forms in Uſe: The leſs they are departed from, the leſs averſe 
will the Officers be to admit the Improvement. 

The Eftabliſhment which purſues the Eſtimate for the Army U 
preſented to the Houſe of Commons, and is the Inſtrument that contains 


the Diſtribution of the Sum granted for that Services, originates in the 


War Office; and the Authority for every Payment made by the Pay- 
maſter General, purſuant to that Eſtabliſhment, paſſes through the ſame 
Office : Conſequently, every Alteration in the Mode of Payment muſt 
take its riſe there likewiſe. 

The Firſt Source of Perplexity in the preſent Mode of paying the 
Army is found in the Eſtabliſhment : The Sum therein allotted for a 
Regiment, is diſtributed among the ſeveral Ranks as if it were the actual 
Pay of the Perſons in ſuch Ranks, and in many of the Warrants direct- 


_- ing the Diſpoſition of that Sum, it is ſtiled the Pay of the Forces; where- 


as, not a Perſon therein deſcribed does in fact receive, either by the Day 


: = or the Year, the Sum affixed as the Pay of his Rank.

The reſt are more remote, and relate to the Military Service in general; 


as, the Relief of the Widows, Che {/ea Hoſpital, and the other miſcel- 


laneous Services paid out of the Poundage. 


The Eſtabliſhment of a Regiment would become more ſimple and in- 
telligible, if it were relieved from all theſe Services, except the Pay of the 
Officers and private Men, and if the Diviſions of the Sums therein ſtated 
were made e to the actual Pay of the ſeveral Ranks. To 
effect this, the fictitious Men, both Contingent and Warrant Men, muſt 


be ſuppreſſed; the Allowance to Widows, and the Deductions of the 


Poundage and Hoſpital, muſt be aboliſhed ; ſeparate ſpecific Funds, 
formed upon Eſtimate, muſt be ſubſtituted for the Clothing, the recruit- 
ing Service, the Widows, Chelſca Hoſpital, and the other miſcellaneous 
Services now paid out of the Poundage ; and diſtinct Accounts muſt be 


kept of the Expenditure of each. 


As it is not our Intention to propoſe any Variation in the Quantum of 


the Pay actually received by any Perſon in the Eftabliſhment ; ſo neither 


do we mean to alter the Quantum of the Subſiſtence, but to keep it as 
it is now, diſtinct from the Full Pay. There may be very good Reaſons 
for the preſent Practice of retaining a certain Portion of the Pay for ſome 
Time, to be iſſued afterwards at a proper Seafon.— The Eſtabliſhment, 


freed from the Proviſion for the Services above-mentioned, will conſiſt 
of the Subſiſtence and Arrears only; the Pay will continue to be iſſued 


under theſe Two Denominations, and the Account of the Full Pay of a 
Regiment, in the Regimental Account Book in the Pay Office, will be 


comprized in the ſame Two Diviſions only. But the Calculation of the 


Pay in the Eftabliſhment muſt be varied: It is at preſent made upon an 


even integral Sum by the Day and the Year ; for Inſtance, the Calcula- 


tion for a marching Regiment in the Eſtabliſhment of the Year 1767 is 
this : Forty-ſeven Men, at Eight Pence each, is by the Day One- Pound 


Eleven Shillings and Four Pence; and for Three hundred Sixty-tive 


Days, Five hundred RABBI Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Eight 
Pence.

plexing to the Calculation. If the Calculation in the Eſtabliſhment be 


made upon the Subſiſtence as it is now regulated, and which is an even 
Sum, and a Third Column be added for the Arrears, that is, for what 
remains due to them for their full Year's Pay, over and above their 
| Subſiſtence (the greateſt Part of which is now included in One Sum in 
the Clearings), the Total of the Column of Arrears, added at the Bot- 
tom to the Total of the Subſiſtence, will be the Sum allotted. for the 


Year's Pay of that Regiment. The Arrears of the Commiſhoned Officers 


(the Colonel and Captains excepted). will conſiſt of the ſame Sums as 
are now calculated in the Clearings, and paid to them by the Agent; 
and the Arrears of the private Men will- be the returned Poundage, 
as it is now calculated, and iſſued under that Head, provided and ſo 


long as it ihall be His Majeſty's Pleaſure to continue this Bounty to 
them. 3 


The Abolition of the Poundage will cauſe a Variation in the Calcula- 
tion of the Half-pay Eſtabliſnment. The Sum to be paid to each Officer 
is at preſent calculated by the Day; and to the Half- pay Liſt is annexed 
a Warrant, directing a Deduction of Six Pence in the Pound to be 
made from the Payments : The reduced Officers are paid every Six 
Months, and at that Time this Deduction is made. As we have no 

Intention to alter the Quantum of the Sum paid to any Perſon upon 
this Liſt, if the preſent. Mode of calculating be continued, and the 
Poundage be deducted, the Day's Pay muſt be reduced in the Pro- 
portion that Six Pence bears to One Pound, that is, One Fortieth Part ; 
which will confuſe the Calculation in a Manner fimilar to that above- 
mentioned, relative to the full Eſtabliſhment. | 

No Reaſon occurs to us why the Calculation may not be made 
by the Half Year, inſtead of by the Day; eſpecially as. we find, 
at the End of this Eſtabliſhment, that the Half Pay of the Officers

ence of the Contingent Men. No Reaſon occurs why theſe Sums of 
Subſiſtence ſhould not be added to the Subſiſtence of the Colonel and 
Captain in the Eſtabliſhment; and why the Agent ſhould not be inſerted 


in it, inſtead of being placed among the Allowances, with his Agency | 


entered in the Column of Arrears : This will cauſe no Variation in the 


Mode of Iſſue; for theſe Sums of Subſiſtence are now iſſued with 
the Regimental Subſiſtence, and the Agency is a Part of the 


Clearings. 
Where the Pay of the Officers is ſubject to the One Shilling and 


Sixpenny Duties, the Paymaſter General detains them out of their 
Pay in his Office, and pays them to the Receivers; but, as we pro- 
poſe that all Officers ſhould receive the entire Sums which will be 


allotted to them for their Pay in the Eſtabliſhment without Deduction, 
under the Heads of Subſiſtence and Arrears, their actual Pay con- 
tinuing the ſame, theſe Duties muſt be paid out of the Fund to be 
created to ſatisfy thoſe Services to which the Poundage is at preſent 
applicable. 

The ſmall Deductions of One Penny a Week from the Subſiſtence 
of each of the private Men, of Three Halfpence from the Corporal, 
and of Two Pence from the Serjeant, are equally divided between 


the Regimental Paymaſter and the Surgeon, but are repaid, by the 


King's Bounty, out of the Extraordinaries. As the Surgeon is now 


upon the Eſtabliſhment, this Emolumeut of his may be added 


either to his Subſiſtence or Arrears; and the Regimental Paymaſter 
may be put upon the Eſtabliſhment, and his Share entered 1 in the like

We learn from Robert Quarme, Eſquire, Chief Clerk in that Branch 
of the Office of the Controller of the Army Accounts that relates to the 
Clothing, in what Manner this Service is conducted. The Clothing; 
this Part of the Army is entruſted to the Management of a certain 
Number of General Officers, called The Clothing Board, choſen annually 
: | by the Board of General Officers. This Clothing Board is governed by 
inſtructions iſſued in the Sixth Year of the Reign of Queen Anne. 
Upon a certain Day appointed by the Board, the Clothiers produce to 
them Patterns of the ſeveral Species of Clothing: After Examina- 


tion, thoſe that are approved of are ſealed with the Seals of Three of 


the Board, and with the Office Seal, and delivered to the Clothiers. 
After the Clothing is made up, it is reviewed by One of the Board ap- 


pointed for that Purpoſe, taking care that no one reviews the Clothing 


of his own Regiment. Upon the Certificate of the Reviewing General, 
that he has found the Clothing agreeable to the Patterns, the Clothing 
Board join to the Colonel's Aſſignment their Certificate to the Pay- 
maſter General, that the Clothing has been viewed and approved, 
and deſiring him to pay to the Aſſignee the Sum mentioned in the 
Aſſignment. 

The Offreckonings being calculated upon the full Eſtabliſhment, in- 
duding the Non- effectives, Contingent, and Warrant Men, and Clo- 
thing being procured for the Effectives only, a Surplus muſt accrue

for which may be made a Part of his Pay, and encreaſe either his 
Subſiſtence or his Arrears in the Eſtabliſhment, or both, in ſuch Pro- 
portions as may be conſiſtent with the Regulations in Uſe. A ſpecifi 


Fund upon Eſtimate may be voted annually for clothing every Corps 
that compoſes the Army, without Exception; and the Clothing Board 
may go one Step further than they do at preſent : As they paſs their 
Judgment upon the Quality of the Patterns, they are equally compe- 
tent to judge of the Price, and may therefore contract for the Clothing 


of every Corps; and when the Contract is completed they may, after 


Inſpection and Approbation, direct the Paymaſter General to pay to 


the Clothier the Price ſpecified in the Contract, as they do now the Sum 
mentioned in the Aſſignment. One diſtinct Account will then be kept 


in the Pay Office of the Clothing of the whole Army, as there is now 


of the Clothing of the Militia, for which a ſpecific Sum is granted by 
Parliament; and to which, as well as to the Clothing the Invalids, 
the Regulations we have above ſuggeſted may, with —— Propriety, be 
extended.

Service: What is iſſued to the Agent will be charged by him to the 
Account of the Corps to which it belongs : The Accounts of theſe Funds 
will reſemble the Account of the Contingent Fund, as it is now kept 
in the Pay Office. One diſtinct Sum for Contingencies upon Account 
is inſerted in the Eſtabliſhment: A Payment out of that Fund is 


made to moſt of the Regiments and Corps in the Service ; but 
every Payment is placed to one Account only, under the Head of 


Contingencies, 

The Sum that has hitherto been allotted for this Service, is Twenty 
thouſand Pounds ; and if it has exceeded that Sum, the Over-payments 
have been carried to the Account of the Extraordinaries, becauſe not 
provided for in the Eſtabliſhment. As the probable Contingencies may 
be eaſily eſtimated, a ſufficient Sum ſhould be provided for that Service, 
that the Account may be preſerved entire.

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The other Two Contributions are, The Poundage, and The One 
Day's Pay: Theſe are blended together into One Fund; and applied 
for the Support of Chelſea Hoſpital, the Payment of the returned 
Poundage, and of certain Fees and Salaries. 


Chelſea Hoſpital is another of thoſe diſtinct Services that requires to 


be provided for by a ſeparate Fund: One Branch of it, the Support of 


the Out Penſioners, is at this Time a ſpecific voted Service: A ſimilar 


independent Fund ſhould be eſtabliſhed to defray the Expences of the 
other Branch of this Charity. 

If the returned Poundage be inſerted in the Eftabliſhment, the Fees 
and Salaries will be the only Services remaining; and may be 
annually provided for in like Manner by a ſeparate eſtimated Sum; in 
which may be included a Proviſion for the Payment of the One Shil. 
ling and Sixpenny Duties, and for any other contingent Expence 


that concerns the whole Army, and may have eſcaped our Attention 


or Inquiry. 

The Number of independent Funds propoſed to be eſtabliſhed by 
theſe Regulations are Five: The Clothing—The Recruiting—The 
Widows—Che ſſea Hoſpital—and, The Miſcellaneous Services. In 
claſſing the Services, with a View to determine how many ſeparate 
Funds it may be neceſſary to create, the Number as well as Nature of 
the Services ſhould be attended to. It is inconvenient either to mul- 
tiply Funds unneceſſarily, or to incumber one Fund with too many, or 
with heterogeneous and unconnected Services. 

The Accounts of all the Funds for ſpecific Services, in the Pay Office, 
ſhould be balanced every Year, and as ſoon as poſlible after the Ex- 
piration of the Year, and the State of them tranſmitted to the War 
Office before the Grants of Parliament for the enſuing Year are voted, 
that the Secretary at War may be the better enabled to form his Eſti- 
mates for the future Services. 

Our Regulations have been applied to the Circumſtances of a march- 
ing Regiment of Foot : In other of the Army Corps, as in the Guards, 


the Cavalry, the Invalids, the Militia, and the Marines, theſe Circum- 


ſtances vary; but, probably, not ſo materially as to prevent the ſame 


Regulations from being eaſily reconciled and made conformable to ſuch 


Diſtinctions.

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The general Principle we have had in View is, that the Eſtabliſhment

HE Examination into the Manner of paſſing the Accounts of the 
Paymaſter General of His Majeſty's Forces, in the Office of the Au- 
ditor of the Impreſt, led us, neceſſarily, to enquire into the Mode in uſe 
of paying the Army, and of keeping the Army Accounts in the Pay Office. 
Several Obſervations occurred to us in the Progreſs of that Inquiry, 
and many Regulations, which, in our Judgment, appeared fit and expe- 
dient to be eſtabliſhed : Some of them we have inſerted in our laſt Re- 
| port, and ſubmitted to the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature: There are 
E other Subjects connected with both theſe Offices, as well as other Mat- 
ter of Obſervation and Regulation, that demand our Attention. 

The Paymaſter General iſſues Money to Two Perſons who are Public

It is equally expedient for the Public and for the Perſons concerned, 


that the State of this Inſuper Account ſhould be made known. Who- 


ever of theſe Accountants are, upon the Balance of their Accounts, in- 


debted to the Public, ſhould pay ſuch Debts ; if the Public are indebted 
to them, they ſhould be paid; if their Accounts are even, they ought. 


| to be quieted; if, through Ignorance or Deluſion, they think them 


{elves ſecure, they ought to be warned that prerogative Proceſs hangs 
over their Perſons and Eſtates ; and the longer they delay paſſing their 
Accounts, the greater Difficulty they will find in avoiding it. 

That Perſons, entruſted to ſuch an Extent, ſhould continue ſo long 
without being called to Account, and, being ſo deeply intereſted, ſhould 
not long ago anxiouſly have preſſed to have their Accounts adjuſted, 
was a Dithculty that ſeemed not eaſily reconcileable with public At- 
tention or common Prudence : The Examination of One of theſe Ac- 
countants might throw ſome Light upon the Subject. 

In the final Account of Lord North and Mr. Cooke, Anthony Bacon, 
Eſquire, is ſet Inſuper Two thouſand Seven hundred Ninety-eiglit 
Pounds Nine Skillings and Four Pence, for victualling the Forces in the 
le of Man; and for incidental Charges in the Years 1765, 1766, and 
1707: In Mr. Rigby's Accounts, ending the 24th of December 1709, 
he is likewiſe ſet Inſuper with Lewis Chanvet, Eſquire, Eleven thouſand 
Seven hundred Forty-ſive Pounds Seven Shillings and Three Pence, 
for Negroes employed in the ceded Iſlands.

We examined Mr. Bacon relative to the Circumſtances of theſe Pay- 
ments. The Firſt was a Claim by him upon the Treaſury, for having, 


purſuant to an Agreement, ſupplied, for a certain Time, certain Articles 


to the Troops in the e of Man : The Treaſury referred this Claim to 


the Controllers of the Army Accounts; and upon their Report, 
granted him the Warrant for the Payment of the Sum that appeared to 


be due to him: The other was a ſtated Account, conſiſting of various 
ſpecific Sums paid to him from Time to Time, by Warrants, either 
upon the Exchequer or the Paymaſter General of the Forces, for Ser- 
vices performed purſuant to a Contract with the Treaſury, for ſupply- 
ing Negroes for the Uſe of the ceded Iſlands. Theſe Sums were not 
Impreſta but directed to be made without Account. 
of proper Certificates of the Execution, this Account was ſettled by the 
Treaſury ; the Balance ſtruck, and paid to him by that Warrant. 
As the firſt of theſe Payments was made to him in conſequence of the 
Report of the Controller of the Army Accounts ; and the Second, as 
the Balafice of a ſtated ſettled Account, Mr. Bacon conſidered them as 


Accounts completely adjuſted : He did not conceive himſelf any longer 


reſponſible, or ſubject to render any other Account for the Sums he 
had received in conſequence of theſe Two Engagements. 

It is more than probable that many of the Perſons in theſe Lifts are in 
the like Situation. Satisfied that their Accounts with the Public are 
finally ſettled, they reſt perfectly ſecure from being ever called to Ac- 
count again; and yet, the Names of all the Perſons in the Liſts of Lord 
Chatham and Lord Darlington, have, twice a Year, for ſeveral Years, 
been 
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4 been iſſued with the Writ of Diftringas ad computandum to the Sheriffs 
or London and Middleſex ; and, had that Proceſs been executed, Iſſues 
mauſt have been returned upon them all for neglecting to bring in their 
Accounts. | 
Mr. Bacon's Two Accounts having been ſettled, one by the Controller 
of the Army Accounts, the other by the Treaſury ; we examined Sir 
John Dick, Baronet, one of the Controllers of the Army Accounts, and 
Jobn Marlin Leake, Eſquire, one of the Clerks of the Treaſury, re- 
jative to the Examinations given to Accounts of this Deſcription in 
their Offices. | 

All the Iſſues for the Army Extraordinaries ought regularly to be 
examined by the Controller of the Accounts of the Army ; but in 
ſome Caſes, as where the Agreement is to furniſh Articles upon Com- 


of a Contract are competent and require no Reference, they have been 


to be made in conſequence of that Examination, without any other 
Reference, and without Account. 

Every Contract with the Treaſury is entered in the Controller's Of- 
| fice, Where it is an Agreement only by a Minute made at the Trea- 
| ſury Board, either a Copy of that Minute is brought to the Controller's 
Office to be entered, or the Controller has Recourſe to the original Mi- 
nute when neceſſary. Every Account or Claim grounded upon the 

Contract or Agreement, is generally referred, with the Vouchers and 
other neceſſary Inſtruments, by the Lords of the Treaſury, to the Con- 
troller for his Examination and Opinion: He compares the Articles in 

the Account with the Terms of the Contract or Treaſury Minute, and 
Vith their correſpondent Vouchers; he examines the Computations 
and Caſtings, and requires the Certificate of the proper Officer, of the 
1 faithful Exccution of the Contract in every Part; he corrects the 
KFrrors in the Account; he ſtates his Doubts, and reports his Opinion

lilues directed by the Treaſury upon theſe Contracts, may be either 
Previous to the Execution of any Part of the Contract, or in conſe- 
TIE of either a Part or the Whole having been performed: The 


e Intervention of the Controller or the Treaſury Clerk,

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miſſion, or where the Vouchers of an Account ſtating the Performance 


examined by a Clerk of the Treaſury, and Payments have been directed 
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and muſt be upon Account: The other Two are in conſequence of the 


Reference to one of them, and may be directed to be made, either upon, 
or without Account; but they are uſually upon Account. Hence we 
may collect the Situation in which the Sub-Accountants under our Con- 
ſideration may at preſent ſtand. To ſome of them the Sums they are 


charged with may have been iſſued on Account, and no Examination 


whatever had of the Expenditure. To others, Sums may have been 
iſſued, either upon, or without Account, in conſequence of the Reports 
of the Controller of the Army Accounts, or of the Examinations of the 
Clerks of the Treaſury; and the Auditors of the Impreſt have ſcen 
Reaſon, according to the Rules of their Office, to ſet them all Inſuper, 
though ſome of the Warrants may have been ſilent, or have even di- 
refed the Iſſues to be made without Account. There can be no 
Doubt that thoſe Perſons, whole Accounts have never been examined, 


are bound to paſs them: But thoſe to whom Payments have been made 


in conſequence of Accounts examined and approved by Officers duly 
authorized, ſtand upon a different Ground. If ſuch an Examination 
be liable to no Suſpicion of Careleſſneſs, Partiality, or Collufion; if it 
has ſuch Credit as to warrant the actual Payment of the Demand, any 


farther Check ſeems to be unneceſfary. The Auditor follows exactly 


the Steps of the Controller: He recomputes, re-caſts, and re-examines 
the ſame or ſimilar Vouchers. It is true, he may correct the Errors of 
the Controller, as the latter has corrected his Errors; for the Statements 
of the Auditor have been referred to and corrected by the Controller; 
but if the Poſſibility of Error were a Ground for Re-examination, 
Checks would be endleſs. If Two Perſons competent in Accounts do 
their Duty ; if each examines, and they both agree, the Probability 1s 
they are both right, for it is highly improbable they ſhould both er 
exactly alike ; and, therefore, if an Office for the Examination of Ac- 
counts be faithfully executed, there is no Neceſſity for the e Interpolition 
of any other Othce by way of Check. 

The paſling theſe Accounts in the Office of the Auditor is not only 
uſeleſs, but attended with very conſiderable Expence, and the Public 
pays it. The Fees paid for paſſing an Account of Extraordinaries in 
the Office of the Auditor, are in proportion to the Length and Period 


of the Account, and the Trouble it gives to the Office, Where the 


Account comprehends a Number of Years, the Auditor is paid from 
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; | Ten Pounds to Twenty-five Pounds for each Year of the Account. 
I All the Fees for paſling a ſhort Account through all the Exchequer 
| Offices, amount to about Forty Pounds, and a long one to One hun- 
dred and Twenty Pounds. Eſtimatingthe Expence of paſling the Accounts 
of Six hundred Sixty-four Inſupers (the Number in theſe Liſts) in the 
Auditor's Office, one with another at a Medium of Eighty Pounds 
each, it will amount to Fifty-three thouſand One hundred and 
Twenty Pounds; a Sum to be paid for Buſineſs unneceſſary, and 
which ought, eſpecially in the preſent State of its Finances, to be ſaved 
to the Public. | 
It will not be difficult to diſtinguiſh which of theſe Accounts have 
been 2xamined, and which not. The Controller keeps Entries of all 
his Reports in his Office. The Treaſury can certainly with Eaſe find 
out what Accounts have been ſettled by their Clerks; and by the Publi- 
cation of theſe Liſts of Inſupers, they who are alive, and the Repre- 


accountable to the Public: It nearly concerns them all to examine into 
the State of their Accounts, and to be ready to produce them when 
called upon by proper Authority. | = 
We are of Opinion, that all theſe Liſts of Sub-Accountants ſhould 
forthwith undergo a Scrutiny in the Treaſury, and in the Office of the 
Controller of the Accounts of the Army ; that ſuch of the Perſons there- 
in named, or the Repreſentatives of thoſe who are dead, whoſe Ac- 
counts have been either imperfectly or not at all examined, ſhould be 


the Accounts of the Army, in order for their Examination; and that 
thoſe Perſons, whoſe Accounts ſhall appear to have been ſufficiently exa- 
mined, either by the Controller or the Clerks of the Treaſury, ſhould

The next Subject to which we directed our Attention, was the 
State of the Accounts of the Paymaſters General of the Forces in the

ſentatives of thoſe who are dead, will ſee the Sums for which they ſtand 


compelled to produce their Accounts in the Office of the Controller of 
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Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. The Account we had been exa- 


mining, was the laſt declared Account of a Paymaſter General of the 
Forces, and of the Year 1767 only One Account more of a ſubſequent 
Year, which is that of Mr. Cooke and Mr. Thomas Townſhend, ending 
24th of Fune 1768, has been declared. An Arrear of Fourteen Years, 
in the Accounts of an Office ſo important and of ſo extenſive a public 
Expenditure, was a Subject that called for Inquiry. 

We required from the Auditors of the Impreſt the State of the Ac. 
counts of the Paymaſters General of the Forces in their Offices, diſtin- 
guiſhing the Times when the ſeveral Parts of the Accounts were de— 
livered in, and the Progreſs made towards completing the ſame. 

In the Return to this Requiſition from the Office of Lord Songs, the 
Firſt Article is the final Account of Henry Lord Holland, for Six Months, 
ending the 24th of Zune 1705 : It is ſtated to have been delivered to the 
Auditor in 1772. The Accounts of Three ſucceeding Paymaſters, for 


neither declared, nor ready for Declaration. It was incumbent upon us 
to inquire into the Cauſes that obſtructed the Completion of an Account 
of ſo remote a Period. 
This Account had been under our Conſideration in the 8 of 
the Year 1781, as far as regarded the Balance then due from the Repre- 
ſentatives of Lord Holland to the Public: What farther Progreſs had 
been made in it ſince that Time, both in the Auditor's Office and in the 
Pay Office, we learned from Fo/eph Hughes, Eſquire, one of the Deputy 
Auditors, Mr. Thomas Gibbes, one of the Clerks in the Office of Lord 
Sondes, and Mr. John Colborne, an Aſſiſtant in the Pay Office, who has 


been the principal Perſon employed in . up the Accounts of Lord 
Holland. 


This Account has been ready for Declaration, as far as the Auditor 
has been enabled to proceed with it, ever ſince the Year 1778; 
Two Parts have been ingroſſed for above Two Years, and it has waited 
only for the acting Executor of Lord Holland to ſtrike the Balance, 
and atteſt the Account. Since it has been ingroſſed, ſeveral Additions 
have from Time to Time been made to the Book of Account in the 
Pay Oifice: Such as were made before Chriſtmas laſt have been entered 
in the Ingroſſments. Sometime about Chri/tmas, the Book of Account 
Was taken from the Office of the Auditor to the Pay Office, for 5 

Purpole 
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4 Purpoſe of adding Two Articles to the Charge, amounting to One 
thouſand Three hundred Sixty-eight Pounds Nine Shillings and Three 
Pence, ariſing from Errors in the Account pointed out by the Auditor. 
At this Time the Balance (including thoſe two Articles) agreed by the 
Pay Office, and by them pencilled into the Book of Account, was 
Sixty-cight thouſand and Eight Pounds Six Shillings and Six Pence 
Seventy-one hundreds. Soon after Chriſtmas the Book was returned 
to the Auditor, with ſeveral other Articles, amounting together to 
Forty-eight thouſand Seven hundred Ninety-nine Pounds ten Shillings 
and Eleven Pence added to the End of the Charge, and inſerted next 
before the Two pointed out by the Auditor ; and upon the 12th of 
February, in conſequence of a Letter from Lord Sondes to Mr. Porvell, 
an Addition was made of Three more Articles, amounting to Seven. 
hundred Seventy-four Pounds Seven Shillings and Three Pence, which 
are the laſt Additions to the Charge. An Allowance was alſo claimed 
of Two thouſand Eight hundred Forty- five Pounds Seventeen Shillings 
and Ten Pence, in Addition to the Diſcharge. Suppoling this Claim 
to be well founded, the Balance due on the 12th of February laſt from 
the Repreſentatives of Lord Holland, as Paymaſter General of the 
Forces, to the Public, was One hundred Fourteen thouſand Seven hun- 
cred Thirty {1x Pounds Six Shillings and Ten Pence. 

The Balance of public Money in the Hands, Cuſtody, or Power 


Forces, upon the 27th of September 1780, returned to our Precept by

of the Repreſentatives of Lord Holland, as Paymaſter General of the 
Fobn Powell, Eſquire, his only acting Executor, and atteſted by him 


of his Knowledge, the whole Balance then remaining upon the Account

Nine hundred Forty-two Pounds Seven Shillings and Five Pence was 
added to it between Chri/tmas and the 12th of February. Such appeared 
the Increaſe of the Debt due to the Public from the Repreſentatives of 
Lord Holland, ſince the 27th of September 1780. By what Means this 
Balance could accumulate to ſuch a Degree ſince Mr. Powell's Exami- 


nation before us, and Fifteen Years after Lord Holland had reſigned 


the Office of Paymaſter General, was a Dithculty that wanted 
Explanation. 


We required from the Auditor of the mores a Copy of the Ad- 


ditions made to the Charge and Diſcharge of the final Account of 


Henry Lord Holland, as Paymaſter General of the Forces, between the 
27th of September 1780, and the 5th of October laſt; and alſo a 98 
of the like Additions ſince the 5th of October laſt. 


It was not in the Power of the Auditor to comply with our Firſt Re- 


quiſition, nor were we able, by any Means, to diſcover either what 


the particular Additions were, or at what Times any of them were 
entered upon the Account prior to the 5th of Ofober laſt ; for the 
Entries upon the Account are without Date, and no Memorandum or 
Minute of the Time, or Subject Matter of the Entry, is kept in the 


Offices either of the Auditor or of the Paymaſter General. It has been 
uſual for the Pay Office to leave, in different Parts of the Body of the 


Account Blanks for Sums not aſcertained when the Account is firſt 
drawn out, and to fill them up afterwards at ſuch Times when they 
take the Book back to the Office, 

It was in the Power of the Auditor to anſwer our other Requiſition; 
for all the Additions fince the 5th of Odlober, were entered together at 


the End of the Charge in the Account. He returned to us a State of

All the Articles that were Charges upon Lord Holland, have been 


Times all inſerted in his Book of Account: The Additions which were 
entered about Chri/tmas laſt, and the Three entered the 12th of Fe— 
bruary, complete the Charge againſt him. It reſted now with Mr. 
Powell alone to explain to us the Reaſon why near Ninety thouſand 
Pounds, the Difference between his Balance in September 1780, and 
the preſent Balance of the Account in the Office of the Auditor, 
was not included in his Return to our Precept upon the 27th of 
September 1780; and for this Purpoſe we required his Attendance.

But we did not deſiſt from purſuing ſuch other Means of Informa- 
tion upon this Subject as were within our Reach. We had Recourſe 
to the official Books of the Paymaſter General of the Forces (now de- 
clared by the Legiſlature to be the Property of the Public) in the Pay 
Office of the Army. We directed the Attendance of Mr. Pcoell, 
Mr. Bembridge, and Mr. Colborne, at the Pay Office, that they might 
not be ignorant of our Proceedings, and might be ready to give us 
ſuch Information relative to the Accounts, as we might think proper 
to require: In their Preſence we inſpected thoſe Books of Lord Hil- 


 land's Accounts, from whence the Articles added to the Charge in his 


final Account, and included in the Return made to us from the Pay 
Office, had been extracted. | 

From this Inſpection, and from the Examination of Mr. 7h 
Colborne, we find, that ſuch of thoſe Articles as conſiſt of Payments 
made to Deputy Paymaiters, had long ago been entered in the proper 
Books belonging to each reſpective Deputy, as Charges againſt him. 
It is uſual for the Deputies abroad to return to the Pay Office in Lon— 


don, as often as they have Opportunity, Accounts of their Receipts 


and Payments, down as low as to the Date of their Accounts, with 
the Vouchers. The Accounts are immediately examined in the Office, 
and entered in the Books of each reſpective Deputy; and when the 


Account of the Year to which theſe Receipts and Payments belong, 
is made up for the Auditor, theſe Articles are poſted to their ſeparate 


Accounts in the Ledger. The Two Articles ſtated in the Return as 
Profit on Remittances, were made up, one of them about the Year 
1764, under the Direction of Mr. Nicholls, the then Accountant of 
the Pay Office; the other, about Four or Five Years ago, under the 
Direction of Mr. Powel/, The Stoppages are taken from the Ac- 
counts of the Deputies, and entered in their reſpective Books. All the 
Articles, compoſing the Sum of Twenty thouſand and Twenty-five 
Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Five Pence, the Amount of the Stop- 
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pages, were poſted into the Ledger, to the Accounts of the proper 


Deputies, C 
ſent to the Auditor; and one of theſe Articles in this Liſt is Six 


thouſand Eight hundred Fifty-four Pounds Seven Shillings and Six 
Pence, conſiſting of Stoppages by Mr. Powell, as Deputy Paymaſter at 

Quebec. All the Deputies mentioned in this Return are dead; and all 
their Accounts have been long ſince made up, except that of Mr. Bar- 
y0w0, and that appears now to be finiſhed. 

We required a State of the Balances of the Deputies to Lord Hol- 
land, as they now ſtand between ſuch Deputies and the acting Executor 
of Lord Holland. By this Return, the Sum now due from them 
amounts to Forty-one thouſand Six hundred Twenty-ſix Pounds Nine- 
teen Shillings and Four Pence, but for which the acting Executor is 
anſwerable to the Public. Rs 
The Circumſtance in this Inquiry that materially concerns the Intereſt 
of the Public, is their Claim upon the Eſtate of the late Lord Holland. 
This Claim is much greater than it was conceived to be : According to 
Mr. Powell's Account (whoſe Duty it was, and who, as Accountant in

| W are ſome Articles in the voluntary Charge, of whoſe Accuracy 
the Auditor cannot judge for want of ſufficient Materials: Theſe are 
Profit on Exchange and Remittances, ſome of the Payments to the 
Deputies, and ſome of the Stoppages. The Vouchers produced to the 
Auditor for theſe Charges, are Accounts made up and ſigned by the 
Accountant of the Pay Office. A voluntary Charge is an Admiſſion of 
the Receipt of a Sum on Account, as far as it goes; but it may be 
erroneous or defective, or Sums received may be ſuppreſſed; and the 
Account of an Officer in the ſame Office can be no Check by which ſuch 
Errors may be diſcovered. The Auditor ſhould be furniſhed with the

We required from the Auditor of the Impreſt, a Liſt of the Fees on 


paſſing the Account of the Year 1767 (the Year that had been under 
our Examination) with the Rate at which ſuch Fees were taken. We 


required, likewiſe, from the Controller of the Accounts of the Army, 
an Account of the Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, received by the Offi- 
cers and Clerks in his Office. From the State of the Fees returned to 
us by the Auditor, it appears that he is paid at the Rate of Ten Shil- 


lings a Year for every Troop and Company, and a Fee of One hun- 


dred and Fifty Pounds a Year for the Account of the Paymaſter Ge- 
neral, and of Seventy Pounds a Year for the Account of the Treaſurer 
of Chelſea Hoſpital. The Deputy had One hundred Guineas, and the 
Clerks Fifty-four Pounds Twelve Shillings. The Amount of all the 
Fees, for theſe Two Accounts of the Year 1767, payable to the Audi- 


tor, was Seven hundred and Six Pounds Nine Shillings and Ten Pence; 


and of thoſe payable for paſſing them through the Exchequer Offices, 
One hundred Thirty-eight Pounds Nine Shillings. 

In the Office of the Controller of the Accounts of the Army, the 
Two Controllers have each a Salary of Seven hundred Forty, nine 
Pounds Nineteen Shillings and One Penny, reduced, by the Army Deduc- 
tions and the Land Tax, to net Five hundred Fifty-eight Pounds Six- 
teen Shillings and Eight Pence a Year. They have no other Emolu- 
ment, except ſuch Saving as may be made out of their contingent 
Allowance. The Secretary and Clerks received until very lately, 
Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, which, in the Year 1781, amounted to 
the nct Sum of Three thouſand One hundred Ninety-three Pounds 
Nine Shillings and Four Pence: But this Mode of Payment has been 
changed to an Allowance of One Eighth per Cent. upon the Sum con- 
tained in the Account, in lieu of Fees and Gratuities : This is allowed 
the Contractor in his Account, and is, conſequently, a Charge upon 


the Public. 


Should 
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Should the auditing the Accounts of the Paymaſter General of the 
Forces be transferred to this Office, it will be a Saving to the Public of 
ſome Part, though not the Whole of the Expence now incurred in the 
Office of the Auditor; for ſo great an Increaſe of the Buſineſs in the 


Eſtabliſhment in that Office. 

The Compenſation to the Controllers wette for the Execution 
of this Office is a certain fixed Salary only. Why the Secretary and 
Clerks are not paid in like Manner does not appear. The One Eighth 
per Cent. allowed them on the Sum contained in the Account, does 
not ſeem to be grounded on any Rule of Proportion between the La- 
bour and the Reward ; for this Poundage may, from the Magnitude 
of the Contract, amount to a very conſiderable Sum, without a pro-

N our Enquiries into the Manner of paſſing the Public Accounts in 
1 the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, we find, upon the Cer- 
| tificate of Accounts depending in that Office, the Chief Caſhier of . 
Bank of England among the Public Accountants. 

In the Acts of Parliament for raiſing the Supplies by public Loans, 


are appointed the Receivers of the Contributions to thoſe Loans. They 
are ordered to pay the Sums ſo received into the Exchequer, and to ac- 
count duly for the ſame in that Office: Theſe Contributions are received 
at the Bank in the Name of the Chief Caſhier. 

The Shares or Intereſts of the Contributors, or their Aſſignees, in 
| the Capital Stocks of Annuities created by theſe Acts, are made tranſ-

Fach Year's Account comprehends the Payments upon Two Claſſes

Payments terminate, the one Claſs at Michaelmas, the other at Chriſt- 
mas, 


Though theſe Accounts are delivered Annually to the Auditor, yet 


it is uſual for the Chief Caſhier to paſs an Account only once in Two 
| Years; at which Time he paſſes the Accounts of Two Years together. 


It is, and has long been, the Cuſtom in the Auditor's Office, to make 


up the Accounts of the Bank and of the South Seu Annuities, in both 


Offices jointly. They divide the Account as equally as they can:

The Entries of the Warrants, in the Liſt of Arrears, are compared 
with the Warrants themſelves; and the Sum appearing to be paid for 
Arrears, in each Species of Annuities, is added to the Sum paid in the 
Dividend Liſt of that Annuity, and forms the Total Sum allowed the 
Chief Caſhier for Dividends paid by him in that 108855 of Annuities, 
during the Period of the Account.

Whatever Abuſe or Error may be committed, muſt immediately affect 
the Proprietor ; as by forging a Receipt, or obtaining it from him by 
Fraud, or refuſing him Payment, or by an erroneous Calculation of 
his Share; but againft theſe the Auditor's Examination is no Security:

We do not ſay, or mean to inſinuate, that we have diſcovered any

Uſe, except in the Exchequer ; very ſubject to Miſtakes, and impoſlible to be 
caſt up; the Sums muſt all be reduced to common Figures, before this Roll can 
be made up. This Mode of Writing is very troubleſome, both to the Office 
and to Perſons who apply for Money; moſt of the Accounts muſt be made up 
Twice, firſt in Engliſh and in common Figures, and then many of them turned 
into Latin, and the Sums entered in the Text Figures, and there are no Characters

Twice in every Year an Impreſt Roll is ſent from the Receipt of the Exchequer 


to the Office of the King's Remembrancer ; it appears to contain the Names of 
the Perſons to whom Sums have been impreſted upon Account during the pre- 
| ceding Half Year : It is not uſual to iſſue Proceſs ad computandum againſt any 
Perſon named in this Roll. There comes likewiſe to this Office every Half Year, 


a Certificate from the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt ; he uſually examines 
this Certificate with the Deputy Auditor, and from him receives Information 
againſt what Perſons named in the Certificate Proceſs ſhould iſſue. If the Ac- 


counts are very ancient, or if they are depending and proſecuting, they are not 
put in Proceſs. Where the Accounts are of late Years and not proſecuted, and 


the Accountants have had a reaſonable Time for accounting, Proceſs iſſues 
againſt thera; this Proceſs is a Writ of Diſtringas ad computandum. To this 
Writ, iſſued to the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, where the great Accountants 
in general reſide, and where all Accountants are ſuppoſed to reſide, unleſs other- 
wiſe deſcribed, is annexed a voluminous Bundle of Schedules, many of them of 
a very ancient Date; theſe Schedules contain, among other Things, the Names of 
the Accountants, and moſt of them the Sums for which they are to account. 


Every Half Year the returned Writ of Diſtringas is taken off, and filed with 


thoſe Schedules in which the Purport of the Writ has been ſatisfied ; the reſt, with 


the Addition of thoſe Names taken from the laſt Impreſt Certificate, are annexed 
to a renewed Writ, and iſſued to the Sheriffs. The Sheriff uſually makes a 
Mbil Return to this Writ ; and he does not recolle& ever to have ſeen any other 
Return, unleſs where the Sheriff was ſpecially directed upon his Appoſal. After 
this Writ and Schedule are returned into the Office, the Sheriff is appoſed in the 
Court of Exchequer, the new Schedules are read over, and the Sheriff queſtion- 
ed before a Baron, upon his Oath, relative to the Execution of that Writ; his 
Anſwer is uſually agreeable to his Return. Sometimes the Baron, of his own 
Motion, directs the Sheriff, in particular Caſes, to return Iſſues to a certain

Letters Patent: The Extraordinary Accounts are prepared, made up, and pre- 
ſented to the Treaſury for Declaration, in purſuance of a State of thoſe Accounts 


being firft made up and preſented to the Treaſury for their Approbation and 
Allowance, and,-in purſuance either of the King's or Treaſury Warrant, obtained 


in conſequence of ſuch Allowance, directing the Auditor to prepare, make up, 


and preſent for Declaration the ſaid Accounts conformably to that State. The 


Accounts and Vouchers are examined previous to the making up and preſenting 


the States of them to the Treaſury. He does not know the exact Piſtinction be- 
tween thoſe Accounts which require the King's Warrant, and thoſe which require 
the Treaſury Warrant only: The Accounts of Governors and of Quarter- maſters 
General, are uſually paſſed by the King's Warrant ; the Accounts of Contractors 
by a Treaſury Warrant only. Every Accountant either produces, or ought to 
produce, a Charge upon himſelf for all the Sums he is to account for, and by what 


Means they came into his Hands. The Charge conſiſts of all Sums either impreſt- 


ed to him from public Offices, or received by him from other alen, or by other 


Means ſubject to account. 

There comes every Half Year, - after the iſſuable Terms, from the King's 
Remembrancer, to the Offices of the Auditors of the Impreſt, the general Impreſt 
Roll made out at the Exchequer, containing Sums iſſued. during that Period, 
and the Names of the Perſons to whom iſſued. This Roll informs the Office 


what Perſons are become accountable, and for what Sums; but he at not 
| now 
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perſons, to whom Money has been iſſued, to produce their Accounts to the Office; 
but frequently Application has been made to the Accountants to expedite their 
Accounts. | =, | | 

In every Year's Account of the Paymaſter General of the Forces, Credit is 
given to him for all the Sums iſſued by him, by proper Authority, to Perſons 
upon Account. The Accounts likewiſe of the Navy, Ordnance, and other Ac- 
counts, give Notice to the Office of Perſons to whom Money has been iſſued, and 
who are ſubject to Account. 

Soon after every iſſuable Term, a general Certificate of all the Accounts de- 


One to the King's Remembrancer, in order that Proceſs may iſſue againſt De- 
faulters, according to the Courſe of the Exchequer, as is ſpecified in this Certifi- 
cate: In this Certificate are inſerted ſome Accounts of a very ancient Date; but 
he does not apprehend that the Auditor has any Authority to leave out of the 
Certificate the Names of any Accountants to the Crown which have been once 
inſerted, unleſs their Accounts are paſſed, _ 
He has always underſtood that every Perſon who receives Public Money on 


the Auditors of the Impreſt, except exempted by proper Authority, and except 
Perſons who receive Money from the Treaſurers of the Navy and Ordnance (in 
which Caſes the Treaſurers themſelves clear the Impreſt, made either in their own 
or in former Treaſurerſnips) and except Perſons who receive inconſiderable Sums 
in other Offices, and account in thoſe Offices. 6 5 
It is the Practice for the Treaſurer of the Navy, the Paymaſter General of the 
Forces, and the Treaſurer of the Ordnance, and all Public Officers and Offices 
that have a Continuance, to paſs their Accounts, which are in general annual, 
alternately in each Office. Before a Year's Account is paſſed, the declared Ac-

That the laſt declared Account of 1 
Treaſurer of the Navy, is the Account of the late George Grenville, Eſquire, for 
One Year, ending 31ſt December 1759; this Account was examined, drawn, pre- 
pared, and preſented for Declaration in the Office now Lord Ae, 85, and 
was declared in February laſt. | 

The Accounts of the Treaſurer of the Navy a are audited in the following Man— 
ner: The Treaſurer ſends from Time to Time to the Office of the Ando: 
Sections of his Navy and Victualling Ledgers; the Navy Sections contain the 
Payments for the Ordinary and Extraordinary Naval Services, and for the Sick 
and Wounded Service; the Victualling Sections contain the Payments for the 


Victualling Services. At the Bottom of each Page, or of the laſt Page, where 


the Entry of a Bill takes up more Pages than One, Three Commiſſioners of the 
Navy ſign their Names. The Ledger Books, thus ſubſcribed, are taken and 
allowed by the Auditors as a ſufficient Voucher for all the Payments contained in 
thoſe Pages, and therefore no Vouchers for theſe Payments are ſent from the 
Navy Office. This Allowance of Payments without the Production of the 
Vouchers, is in conſequence of a Writ of Privy Seal, procured by every Trea- 
furer of the Navy ſoon after his Appointment ; which Writ directs the Auditors 
and other Officers of the Exchequer, to paſs and allow the Payments ſo ſubſcribed 
as entered in the Ledgers. Where the Article contains a Computation, that 
Computation is examined by the Clerks, and where the Payment conſiſts of various 
Items, they are computed and added. After the Sections of a Year are received 
at the Office, the Treaſurer tranſmits thither, the Abſtracts of thoſe Ledgers; 
theſe Abſtracts are an Index, containing all the Payments to the particular 
Perſons, under Heads, ranged alphabetically ; the Articles in the Ledgers are 


compared with theſe Abſtracts; an Arrangement is made of ſome of them, differ- 


ent from that in the Navy Abſtract. Where one Man receives various Sums at 
different Times for the ſame Service, the Entries of thoſe Payments are not 
placed together in the Navy Abſtract, but in the Abſtract made in the Auditors 
Office, they are collected together, and by that Means become a Check 
upon the Navy Abſtract ; this is the principal Difference. between the Two 


Abſtracts. 
The 
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The Navy Abſtract for the Accounts of the Year 1759, was received at the 
Auditors Office the 20th of March 1780. There are a few other Articles inſerted 
in every Year's Ledger, called Extra Payments, being additional Salaries, Pen- 
ſions, or Allowances, paid out of Money ariſen by the Sale of old Stores, by 
virtue of Warrants under his Majeſty's Royal Sign Manual; theſe Warrants are 
directed to the Treaſurer of the Navy, authorizing him to pay the Sums therein- 
mentioned, during Pleaſure ; they are entered in both the Offices of the Auditors, 
and, with the Receipts of the Parties or their Aſſigns, are the Vouchers for the 
Treaſurer ; theſe Receipts are produced at the Auditors Office, and are not 
ſubſcribed. by the Commiſſioners of the Navy, and are the only original Vouchers 
for a Diſcharge, that are produced by the Treaſurer to the Auditor. The other 
Payments are allowed: by virtue of the Privy Seal. The Entry in the Ledger, 
for the Payment of a Ship's Book, contains One total Sum, paid to the Com- 
mander and other Officers, and Mariners, for their Wages, for the Time of their 
reſpective Services, during a certain Period, and refers to the Ship's Book re- 
maining in the Navy Office, containing each Man's Name, Quality, Time, and 
Money; the Ship's Book is not produced to the Auditor. Theſe Entries in the 
Account of the Year 1759, amount to about Two hundred and Forty, fo that it 
would be hardly poſſible for the Auditor to examine the Payments made in the 
Ship's Book. The like Difficulty and Labour would occur in examining into 
the Payments of the Yards, . Hoſpitals, Sick Quarters, and Half Pay Liſts, the 
Books ard Liſt of which remain in the Navy Office. The Sections containing 
theſe Entries, are all ſubſcribed by the Commiſſioners of the Navy. Theſe Heads 
comprehend the whole Diſcharge in a Year's Account of a Treaſurer of the 


Navy, except the Article of Fees, and except it is a final Account, which contains 
other Payments. - 


The Charge upon the Treaſurer conſiſts of the Balance due upon his laſt Ac- 
count, the Impreſt Roll, and his voluntary Charge; the Impreſt Roll contains all 
the Sums. iſſued to him out of the Exchequer during the Period of his Account; 
this Roll he procures from the Exchequer, and brings to the Auditors Office ; it 
is the Inſtrument that charges him with that Sum. The voluntary, Charge 
conſiſts of, either the Sums received by him upon various different Accounts, or, 
Deductions made by him in his Payments; this Charge is ſubſcribed by Three or 
more Commiſſioners of the Navy, but for the Truth of it, Reliance is had 
upon the Oath (or Atteſtation in the Caſe of a Peer) of the Treaſurer, or his 


Repreſentative. 


The following Payments are inferted in the final Account : Liſt of Arrears. of 
Wages, Half Pay, and of other Arrears due in former Treaſurerſhips, Aſſigned 
Tickets, Two Months Advance Money, Bounty to Chaplains, and other Lifts; 
che Amount of each of theſe Lifts is entered in the Navy Ledger, ſubſcribed by 
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*Three Commiſſioners, and in confequence of that Signature, theſe erte Ae 
allowed 1 in the Auditors Office without any other Examination. At the End of; 
final Account is added, a Lift of the ſeveral Perſons who remained accountable At 
the Time of the Determination of that Account, for Maney impreſted to them 
for the Service of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Wounded, with the Sums, 
and the Dates of the Bills. This Liſt 1s ſent from the Treaſurer, ſigned alſo by 
Three Commiſſioners; Payments in it are arranged .irregularly, but for the Con. 
venience of clearing them, they are altered in this Office to an alphabetical Ar. 
rangement; this completes the final Account; in a long Treaſurerfhip this Tif 
is very numerous. The Errors diſcovered by this Office, in the Account of the 
Year 1759, above-mentioned, were double Credits to the Amount of Eighty-one 
Pounds Ten Shillings, with which the Auditor ſurcharged the Treaſurer ; they 
were diſcovered by means of the different Arrangements made in the Auditor, 
Office; the other Errors in this Account were but trifling. The Accounts are i 


general ſent very correct from the Treaſurer's Office. 


The Year's Account is made out in the Auditors Office, from the Ledgers and 
Abſtracts, in the following Manner-: The Firſt Charge is the Arrears remaining 
in the Hands of the Treaſurer at the Foot of his laſt Account ; the next is Fa 


Money received by him from the Exchequer : This is an Engliſh Tranflation from 


the Impreſt Roll, which is in Latin, but retaining the Latin Deſcription of the 
Term in which each Sum iſſued. The next is the voluntary Charge, the Firſt 
Part of which is the Impreſts in former Treaſurerſhips, cleared within the Time 
of the Account; it is copied from the voluntary Charge, except tranſpoſing the 


Articles to the Order of Time in which the original Bills were iſſued. All the 
sums compoſing the other Parts of the voluntary Charge, are taken from the 
Abſtract; the Totals only are entered, after examining them, and ſeeing that they 
are truly caſt up: This comprehends the whole Charge, except there ſhould be 


any Surcharge ariſing from Errors in the Account. 

The next is the Diſcharge. In that Part that belongs to the Navy, each 
Article in the Ledger is examined with the Entry of that Article in the Abſtract; 
the Total Sums under each Head in the Abſtra& abſtracted, are entered in the 
Account, except the following Heads, each Article of which is entered par- 
ticularly in the Account ; Salaries, Penſions, Rewards and Bounties, Rent, Dil- 


burſements, Entries of Ships Books, Sick and Wounded, and Extra Payments. 


It has been the Uſage of the Office to particularize theſe Articles, as in ſome of 
theſe Heads it enables them to ſee that the ſame Payments are not credited in 
former Accounts. Theſe Articles are not entered in the Account in the ſame 
Order in which they ſtand in the Abſtract, but in ſuch Order as appears moſt 
convenient to the Auditor. The ſame Method is purſued in that Part of the Diſ-

The Balance ſtated by the Auditor is compared with the Balance of 


the Accountant ; a ſhort State of the Account is drawn up in the Office, and 
ſworn to by the Accountant,. or atteſted, if a Peer, before the Barons of the Ex- 


chequer, or Commiſſioners appointed by them; the Declaration and Account are

both ſigned by the Deputy Auditors, and preſented to the Treaſury for Declara- 
tion; the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Two other Lords of the Treaſury, 


fign their Names, and then the Chief Baron of the Exchequer adds his Name; 
the Declaration is preſerved in the Office of the Auditor; the Account is carried to 
the Offices of the King's Remembrancer, the Treaſurer's Remembrancer, and 


then to the Pipe Office, where it remains. g 
The Fees for paſſing this Account of the Treaſurer of the Navy for the Year 
1759, amounted. to One thouſand Two hundred and Seventy-eight Pounds Four- 


Shillings and Two Pence; which Sum is paid by the Public. 


In the final Account, the Lift of Inſupers is taken from the Liſt tranſmitted 
from the Pay Office; but they are entered upon the Account in an alphabetical 
Order, that all the Sums impreſted to the ſame Perſon may be brought together, 


and for the Convenience of clearing them in the ſubſequent Accounts. The 


Treaſurer, in his final Account, has Credit for all the Sums that have been ad- 
vanced by him upon Account, and not cleared during his Treaſurerſhip; and the 
ſeveral Perſons to whom thoſe Sums have been advanced, are returned account- 


able for them. In general, the Sections and Abſtract are examined ſoon after 


they are received, unleſs the Office is engaged in other Buſineſs. As ſoon as all 
the Papers neceſſary to complete an Account are ſent in, it is then made up and 
finiſhed as ſoon as poſſible : When any Doubts ariſe, the Queries and Obſervations 
are ſent to the Accountant to be anſwered ; the finiſhing the Account is of Ne- 
ceſſity delayed until Anſwers are returned to the Office. 

The Sums in the ingroſſed Accounts are expreſſed by Characters uſed in the 
Exchequer: They are inconvenient; there are ſome high Numbers for which 
there are no ſpecific Characters, ſuch as Millions, which are expreſſed by the 
Characters of Numbers of Hundred Thouſands : Where they are to be added to- 
gether they muſt be taken out, and entered in common F igures; and few Perſons, 
*xcept thoſe who are uſed to them, are able to underſtand them. The grand 
Total Sums are wrote upon the Account in ſmall common Figures, as well as in 


the Exchequer Characters. It would, as he apprehends, fave Time and Trouble, 
were they wrote in common Figures only.

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In making out the General Impreſt Certificate, the Rule is to-infert the Name: 
of all thoſe Perſons whoſe Accounts are depending in the Office, and the State in 
which they are; when once inſerted, they cannot be left out until the Account, 
are declared. Though the Office has Knowledge, from the Half Yearly Impreft 
Roll, what Sums are iſſued upon Account from the Exchequer, yet the Auditor 
has no Power to compel thoſe Accountants to bring in their Accounts,

HIS Examinant faith, That he is Chief Clerk to the Controller of the Ac- 
counts of the Freaſurer of the Navy; it is his Buſineſs to examine ſome of thoſe 
Accounts previous to their being ſent to the. Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. 
About Twelve or Fourteen Months after. the Expiration of the Year, and 
ſooner when there was leſs Buſineſs in the Office than at preſent, the Treaſurer 
ſends to the Office of the Controller of his Accounts, his complete Ledger of 
Bills paid by him in that Year, for the ordinary and extraordinary Naval Ser- 
yices, with a Duplicate: The firſt Step is to examine the Entries of the Bills 
in this Ledger with the Entries of the ſame Bills in the Aſſigning Book; after 
this is done, the Treajurer ſends the Bills hemſelves as his Vouchers for his 
Payments; theſe Bills are examined both with the Ledger and Duplicate, in Con- 
junction with a Clerk from the Treaſurer's Office; but neither the Computations 
nor the Additions in each Bill are examined in this Office, nor. is it neceſſary, 
for every Bill is checked, at leaſt Twice, before it is iſſued in the Office of the 
Controller of the Navy. The Ledger is then laid before the Navy Board, and 
each Page, or the laſt. Page where the Entry of a Bill takes up more Pages than 
One, is ſubſcribed 'by Three Commiſſioners of the. Navy, which Subſcription is 
an Authority to the Auditors to. allow the Entries without the Vouchers; the 
Ledger thus ſubſcribed is ſent back. to the Treaſurer, and the Vouchers, with 
the Duplicate, remain in the Office.

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Board immediately after he has received them, and by a Monthly Account ſent 
to the Navy Board from the Exchequer, containing all the Sums impreſted to 
him during that Month. The voluntary Charge conſiſts of Three Parts; one 
made out in the Caſhier's Branch, another in the Pay Branch, and another in the 
Victualling Branch: The Firſt is the only one examined in this Office, and con- 
ſits of Impreſts cleared in former Treaſurerſhips ; of Money ariſing from the 
Sale of old Stores; of Abatements from Bills; and of Money received from his 
Succeſſor : This voluntary Charge is ſent to the Office for Examination next after 
the Ledger, but does not come until a long Time afterwards; it would be uſe- 
leſs to ſend it before the Whole can be completed, for the Auditor muſt have 
the Whole together, and that Part relating to the Pay Branch cannot be com- 
pleted until the Ships Books are made up for that Period. Every Item in this 
voluntary Charge is checked by ſome previous Entry made in this Office; the 
voluntary Charge relating to the Pay Branch is examined in the Office of the 
Controller of the Navy, and that relating to the Victualling Branch, as he 
apprehends, in the Office of the Controller of the Victualling.

H I S Examinant faith, That he is Firſt Clerk in the Pay Branch in the 

Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy. He'is now employed in paying the 
Officers and Seamen at the Pay. Office in London; he formerly paid them at the 
Yards and Out Ports. The Wages of an able Seaman are One Pound Four 
Shillings per Month, which is a Part of the Four Pounds per Month per Man 
voted by Parliament for the Maintenance of the Seamen. Out of theſe Wages 
there are Two conſtant Deductions or Abatements : One Shilling under the Title 


of the Cheſt, which is divided into Three Parts, Six Pence paid to the Cheſt at 


Chatham, for Hurt and Diſabled Seamen, Four Pence to the Chaplain, and Two 
Pence to the Surgeon ; if no Chaplain or Surgeon, theſe Sums ſink into the Cheſt 
at Chatham : This Deduction of One Shilling is made alſo out of every Month's. 
Wages of every Warrant and Petty Officer. The other Deduction is Six Pence 
to Greenwich Hoſpital ; this Six Pence is likewiſe deducted out of every Month's 
Pay of every Commiſſioned, Warrant, and Petty Officer. Beſides theſe, there 
are other caſual Deductions made from their Wages at the Time they are paid; 
as, for Slops, Beds, and Tobacco, furniſhed them by the Purſer ; for Venereal 

Cures by the Surgeon; the Two Months Advance, and Sums remitted either from 
Abroad, or at the Pay of the Ship; for Cloaths of dead Men purchaſed by them, 
or Cloaths received at Sick Quarters; and for Neglect, which is Two Shillfngs 
and Six Pence for not attending the Muſter, and Fines impoſed for Offences ; all 
of which go to the Cheſt at Chatham. From the Wages of the Marines there 
are Two Deductions for the Neceſſaries, that is, Cloathing ſupplied them by their 
Officers; and Stoppages, that is, One Penny a Week from the private Men, and 
Three Halfpence a Week from the Corporal and Drummer, and Two Pence from 
the Serjeant, beſides the like caſual Deductions as are made from the Seamen; 
and from all Commiſſioned and Warrant Officers, Three Pence in the Pound for 


the Widows Penſions : For each of theſe Deductions there is a Column in every 


Ship's Book. | 
The Governors of the Cheſt at Chatham receive Money from Time to Time 


by Impreſt Bills, and make up their Accounts yearly with the Treaſurer, after 
the Ship's Books of that Year are made up; for until all the Ships Books of 
the Year are cloſed, it cannot. appear what Sum they are entitled. to from. each 
Ship. The Four Pence is paid to the Chaplain, and the Two Pence to the Sur- 
geon, by the Treaſurer's Paymaſter, as ſoon as they ſeverally apply for them after 


a Ship is paid, upon Production of their Certificates; and each gives a decrees 
or 
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ſor it upon the Ship's Book. The Payments to Greenwich Hoſpital are made by 
the Paymaſter on Account, and after all the Ships Books opened in a Treaſurer- 
ſhip are finally cloſed, the Account is made up with the Hoſpital. The Sum 
Total of the Three Pence in the Pound upon all the Ships Books paid in the 
Year ending the 31ſt of May, 1s paid by the Treaſurer every Year to the Pay- 
maſter of the Widows Penſions, and his Receipt is the Treaſurer's Voucher. 
The Marine Stoppages are deducted, but have not been paid by the Treaſurer ; 
they remain at preſent as Part of the general Caſh applicable to the Service of 
the Navy. In every Ship's Book there are Eighteen Columns for Defalcations, 
of which Four are certain, the Cheſt, the Hoſpital, the Three Pence in the 
Pound, and the Marine Stoppages; the other Fourteen are caſual. The Surgeon 
is allowed Fifteen Shillings for every Venereal Cure of a Seaman ; which Sum 
is entered in a Column in the Ship's Book, and is a Defalcation from his Wages 
at the Time he is paid. This Deduction is made purſuant to an Order of the 
Board of Admiralty in the Year 1756, before which it was One Pound Ten Shil- 
lings a Cure. 8 | "7 
For every Ship, Five Books are made out in the Ship by the Captain's Clerk, 
aſſiſted by the Purſer; they are ſent to the Navy Board ſigned by the Captain, 
Purſer, Maſter, and Poatſwain, and with the Columns of Defalcations all filled 
up, except thoſe for the Cheſt, Hoſpital, Sums remitted at the Pay of the Ship, 
Three Pence in the Pound, Marine Stoppages, and Neglect; the Firſt Five 
Columns are all filled up at the Time each Perſon is paid; the Column for Ne- 
glect is filled up from the Muſter Book of the Clerk of the Check, and by the 
Direction of the Navy Board as to the Fines previous to the Payment. Two of 


theſe Books are ſent to the Office of the Controller of the Navy, One to the 


Ticket Office, and Two to the Treaſurer ; of the Two Firſt, One is for the Com- 


miſſioner who controls the Payment, the other for the Controller's Clerk who 


attends it. | 
The Ship is faid to be paid upon that Day in which the Book is firſt opened 
for Payment ; after that Day it remains in the Office for the Purpoſe of paying 
Recalls, which 1s done every Week. Previous to the Day of Payment, ſeveral 
Perſons are paid the Wages they are entitled to upon this Book. Officers are paid 
by the Treaſurer their annual perſonal Pay, upon Application to the Navy Office, 
and their own and their Servants full Pay upon Application to the Admiralty. 
'The Names of the Perſons thus paid are entered upon Liſts, in the ſame Man- 
ner, and with the ſame Circumſtances, as tney are entered upon the Ship's Book; 
theſe Liſts are, by a late Regulation of the Navy Board, to be the Vouchers for 
tne Net Sums paid by the Treaſurer ; if the ſame or any. other Treaſurer after. 
wards pays that Book, he is allowed the Defalcations only: Where Men are turned 
over to another Ship, a Liſt of them, ſimilar to the Entries in the Ship's Books,

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is made out in the Ship, and ſent to the Pay Office, where they are paid; this 
Lift is alſo to be a Voucher for the Treaſurer. Where the Men are become yg. 
ſerviceable, or are dead, either their Names are entered upon a Lift, or Tickets 


are made out for each Individual, and theſe Liſts and Tickets are aſſigned by the 


Navy Board upon the Treaſurer for Payment, and are his Vouchers. All theſe 
ſeveral previous Payments are marked off the Ship's Book, as paid by. Lift by 
ſuch a Treaſurer before the Day of Payment, to prevent the Sums being Twice 


paid: The Day of Payment is endorſed upon the Book, and no Date is affixed to 


the Names of the Perſons paid upon that Day ; but if paid upon a Recall, the 
Day is added, and the Name of the Perſon to whom paid. A Mode exactly 


ſimilar is purſued in the Payment of Ships at the Out Ports. When the Book is 


finally made up (and the Books of the Year 1775 are now making up), the Co- 
lumns of Defalcations oppoſite the Names of thoſe Perſons who are not paid, are 


then filled up, and the Total of the Defalcations entered in the Column of Ful 


Wages; each Column is caſt up to a Total. The Treaſurer whoſe Book it is, 


is allowed the Total Sum in the Column of Full Wages, and makes himſelf 


Debtor, in his voluntary Charge, for ſo much of the Defalcations as he has not 
paid ; for the Reſidue he produces Receipts. The Books belonging to one Ship 
are all made up together, and remain in the ſeveral Offices. After the Book is 


finally cloſed, Perſons who remain unpaid muſt apply to the Navy Board for their 
Wages, the Board refers to the Ship's Book in the Ticket Office, and orders them 


to be entered upon the Liſt of Arrears, which is a Book that contains the Names 
of all Perſons who have been paid by a Treaſurer after the Books of the Ships to 
which they belonged have been finally cloſed. This Book is the Voucher for that 
Treaſurer for all thoſe Payments. = 

When Money is wanted for the Payment of Ships, and carrying on Recalls at 
the Pay Office of the Treaſurer in London, the Firſt Clerk in the Pay Branch 
applies to the Pay maſter, and receives from him a Draft upon the Bank for the 
Money wanted. Every Month the Firſt Clerk makes up an Account of all his 
Payments during that Month, and in that Account enters the Net Sum paid in 
that Month to each Ship. A Commiſſioner attends, and controls the Payment 
with Two Clerks of the Treaſurer's Office, One from the Office of the Controller 
of the Navy, another from that Branch of the Controller of the Treaſurer's Ac- 
counts called The Ticket Office; a ſimilar Account is made up by each of theſe 
Four Clerks, to check each other and prevent Miſtakes ; this Account 1s entered 
in a Book in the Treaſurer's Office, kept for the Purpoſe of entering the Clerks 
Payments; it is alſo entered in the Fan kept 1 in the Offices of the Treaſurer 
and Controller of the Navy. 
The Controller's Clerk at every Out Port ſends to the — Board every Week, 


an Account of the Payments made by the Treaſurer's Clerk at that Port; 4 E 
eſe 
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theſe Returns the Navy Board have Knowledge of the Balance of Caſh remaining 
in the Hands of the Treaſurer's Clerks there; when but little remains, the Navy 
Board ſend a Minute to the Treaſurer, requiring him to ſend a certain Sum to 
that Out Port, for the Purpoſe of paying the Ships, and carrying on Recalls; the 
Treaſurer ſends down to the Port the Sum required, in Caſh and Bank. The 
Treaſurer's Clerk ſends up to the Paymaſter a Weekly Account of the Payments, 
6Gmilar to that ſent up by the Controller's Clerk.. Every Month the Controller's 
Clerk, the Treaſurer's Clerk, and the Ticket Office Clerk, each ſends up a par- 
ticular Account of the Payments during that Month ; in which Account 1s ſpeci- 
fed the net Sum paid to each Ship in that Time; this Account of Payments may 
be made up by every Pay Clerk, upon any given Day, and the Balance of Caſh 
in his Hands may, upon any Alteration of the Treaſurer, be placed: to the Ac- 
count of the ſucceeding Treaſurer. | es 


Four Times in the Year, or oftner, the Clerk of the Check in every Yard,. 


ſends to the Navy Board an Account of what is due to that Yard ſince the laſt 


Payment. As ſoon as the Treaſurer has received Money from the Exchequer for 


paying the Yards, the Navy Board ſend to him Eſtimates of a Quarter's Wages- 
due to the ſeveral Yards, and direct him to fend Money to each Yard for the 


Payment of thoſe Wages ; the Yard Books are made up every Quarter, ſoon after 
the Payment. The ſame Clerks are employed, and the like Number of Books is- 


uſed in the Payment of the Yards as in the Payment of the Ships, and they: are 


ſent up every Quarter to the reſpective Offices; the Hoſpital Ships are paid at the 


ſame Time, and in like Manner, with the Yards, and out of the ſame Money ; 
the Sick Quarters are paid by the Sick and Hurt Board, by Bill aſſigned upon 
the Treaſurer for Payment. The Half Pay Laſt is paid every Half Year, in 
London; after Money is iſſued to the Treaſurer for that Purpoſe, Public Notice is 
given of the Time of Payment; this Liſt is kept open for paying Claims, until 
the Ships Books of that Year are cloſed. When this Liſt is made up, the Trea- 
furer is allowed the Total Sum in the full Column, which includes the Three 
ence in the Pound up the Sums not paid as well as paid, which Three Pence in 
the Pound upon the Amount of the total Half Pay, is appropriated to the Payment 
ot the Widows Penſions, and is paid every Year to the Paymaſter of that Bounty, 
together with the Three Pence in the Pound upon all the Ships and Yard Books 
paid during that Year, for which he gives a Receipt. After the Yard Books and 


the Half Pay Liſt are made up, the Claims are paid on Liſts of Arrears, ſimilar.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he has been employed, for near Twenty-five 
Years, as a Clerk in the Office of the Controller cf the Treaſurer's Ac. 


counts at Port/month, and has been returned from thence about a Month. It has 
been a Part of his Buſineſs to attend the Payment of the Ships; the Firſt Pay. 


ment is uſually made on board the Ship, and the Recalls afterwards, Two Days 
in every Week, and generally at the Pay Office on Shore. Pori/mouth is the 


principal Port where Ships are paid. A Commiſſioner, with Two Clerks from 


the Treaſurer's Office, One from the Controller's, and One from the Controller 
of the Treaſurer's Accounts, attend every Payment, whether it be of the Firſt 
Payment or of Recall, with each a Ship's Book ; frequently a Third Clerk, from 
the Treaſurer's Branch, attends, for the Purpoſe of making out Bills for Remit- 


tances. In Three of theſe Books, that is, in One kept by the Treaſurer's Clerk, 


and in the Two kept by the Clerks of the Controller of the Navy and Controller 


of the Preaſurer's Accounts, the ſame Entries are made of the Circumſtances. 
of every Payment: In the Commiſſioner's Book is entered the Sum paid, when, 
and to whom ; no other Uſe is made of this Book. In the Second Book, kept 
by. the Treaſurer's Clerk who pays the Money, 1s entered only the net Sum paid; 
this Book is uſed at the Firſt Payment only, and is of no other Uſe. 

After a Ship is paid, and Claimants apply for Wages due to them from that 
Ship, a Liſt of theſe Claimants is ſent from the Ship on which they are on board 
to the Pay Office; this Liſt contains the Names of the Ships, and of the Men, 
and the Years they ſerved on board; it is examined with the Books in the Office, 
and the Number upon the Books ſet down upon the Lift oppoſite to the Name of 


each Perſon; but where the Ships named in the Liſt have been paid at other 


Ports, Application is made by the Pay Clerks to the Office at thoſe Parts, for 
Extracts from the Books there. Extracts of thoſe Perſons who have a Right to 
be paid, and the Objections to the others, are ſent from thoſe Ports; each Ex- 
tract is a Copy of every Particular relating to that Man, taken from the Book 
of that Ship from which he claims the Wages. An Account of theſe Extracts 
is entered in an Extract Book, with the Names of every Perſon ranged alphabeti- 
cally; beſides which, the Extract relative to each Perſon is entered at large in a 
Quarterly Account kept for each Port. The Liſt is returned to the Ship fo cor- 


reed by the Ship's Books and by the Extracts, as to inform the Captain what 


Men, entered upon that Liſt, he may ſend on ſhore to be paid. At the _ 
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of Payment, each Perſon is paid upon the Book of the Ship he belongs to, or 

on the Extract; his Wages are calculated; his full Wages, and the uſual 
Defalcations, are entered in their proper Columns ; his net Wages are paid him, 
and the Day of Payment, and to whom paid, entered oppoſite to his Name. 


In order to enable the Officers at the other Ports to ſet off the Particulars of 
each Payment upon the Ships Books in their Poſſeſſion, an Account of Extracta 


is ſent back every Quarter to the ſeveral Ports; when there is not Time to wait 


for the Return of theſe Extracts, Notice is given to the Captain what Perſons. 


entered upon that Lift can be paid, and he ſends them to the Office under the 
Care of a Commiſſioned Officer. The general Method now in Uſe of paying 
Recalls, is by theſe Lifts. No Liſts of Arrears are at preſent paid at the Out 
Ports, they are paid at the Pay Office in London, where all the Ships Books are made 
up. Bur if Payments upon the-Ships Books were to ceaſe upon the Reſignation 
of a Treaſurer, the Claimants upon theſe Books muſt be then paid at the Out 


Ports by a Lift of Arrears; this would increaſe the Buſineſs at the Out Ports, 


and at the Pay Office in London ; there muſt be Three Copies at leaſt of the 
Lift of Arrears at each Pay Office; the Ship's Book muſt be examined ; into 
each of thoſe Liſts muſt be- tranſcribed the Entry of every Particular of a Claim- 
ant, as he ſtands upon that Ship's Book ; he will then be paid upon the Liſt, 


and Entries muſt be made upon the Liſt in like Manner as Entries are now made 


if paid upon the Book; but a Notation muſt be made upon the Ship's BGOk¹ of his 
being entered and paid upon that Liſt of Arrears, to prevent over Payments. 
No other Inconvenience ariſing from this Mode of Payment by a Liſt of Ar- 
rears at preſent occurs to him, except the Impediment that ſuch an Increaſe 
would occaſion to the carrying on the Buſineſs at the Pay Offices.

Payments are now making upon the Books of Four Treaſurers : One hundred

sf a I'S Examinant ſaith, That he is Second Clerk in the Office of the Con- 
troller of the Navy, in that Branch that relates to the Payment of Seamen's 
Wages. In this Office, an Account is kept of all Payments to Officers and Sea. 
men by the Treaſurer. This Office is a Check upon the Treaſurer in all Pay- 
ments made to Officers and Seamen in Sea Pay; to all Officers and 1 
in the Dock Yards; and to Officers and Men born on the Ships out of Com- 
miſſion at each Port. In all Payments of Ships and Yards, the Calculations are 
made by Three Clerks from the different Offices upon Three Books out of the 
Five; and the Treaſurer's Clerk does not pay until the Three agree. 

He was employed as a Pay Clerk at Port/mouth from October 17 57 to June 1761, 
which was in the Midſt of the laſt War; he has been employed ever ſince in the 
Pay Office in London, in making up the Treaſurer's Accounts. | 

If the Ships Books paid by a Treaſurer were to be cloſed as ſoon as he goes out 
of Office, the Payments now made by Recalls muſt then be made by Liſts of 
Arrears; it would be neceſſary to have at every Port an extracted Liſt of Arrears, 
in which the Ships are to be ranged alphabetically, and oppoſite the Name of 
each Ship ſhould be entered, in a Column for that Purpoſe, the Name of the 
Treaſurer by whom the Book was paid, and in another Column the Place where 
the Ship's Book is; this will diſtinguiſh the extracted Liſt of Arrears from the 
Liſt of Arrears now paid upon at the Pay Office in London after the Books are 
made up; Payments may then be made upon theſe extracted Lifts at the Ports, 
in the ſame Manner, and with the like Entries as are now made upon the preſent 
Liſt of Arrears at the Pay Office; this Lift will be at the Beginning of a Trea- 
ſurerſhip, and for ſome Months after very voluminous, as all Claims now paid on 
d Books, by all Treaſurers out of Office, whoſe Accounts are not cloſed, 

muſt then be paid by the Treaſurer in Office. But in one Species of Payment

When a Ship is ordered to be paid off, uſually the Cook, or ſome other Per- 
ſon of that Ship, 1s paid upon a certain Day, at the Office of that Port where the 
Book is ordered by the Navy Board; and upon that Day the Ship is put out of 
Commiſſion, and the Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers and Seamen ceaſes ; that 
Day is the Pay Day of the Ship. When the Captain has, in conſequence of 
Orders from the Admiralty, diſcharged his Men to other Ships, he makes an 
Entry in the Ship's Book againſt the Name of each Man, and to what Ship he

not conſidered as Recalls, but certified as Part of the Monthly Payments: Sup- 
oſe a Treaſurer was to reſign his Office between the Firſt Pay Day and the 8 
Day of the Payment of the Men turned over, the Payment of the whole Crew 
muſt in that Caſe be by a Lift of Arrears, which would retard the Buſineſs fo 


much, as in many Caſes to prevent the Sailing of the Ship within the Time re-

he apprehends, ſufficient Time for the keeping open the Pay Books for the 
Purpoſe of ſuch Payments.

Trouble. At this Time, every Month the Three Pay Clerks at each of the 


Three Ports, and thoſe employed in the Payments in London, return to their 
reſpective Offices an Account of the Payments made by Recalls upon the ſeveral 
Ships Books in the Treaſurerſhips of Mr. Ellis and Colonel Barre, as well as of 
the Payments and Recalls made by the Treaſurer in Office. Theſe Accounts com- 
prehend the Total Sums paid during that Month upon each Ship's Book; from 
theſe Returns, the Paymaſter of the Navy makes out Three Monthly Certificates, 
which contain the Total Sums paid during that Month by each Treaſurer, upon 
every Ship's Book; the Names of which Ships are ranged alphaberically. In 
the Month of Auguſt laſt, theſe Certificates from the Four Places of Payment to 
the different Offices were Twelve, Three from each Place. Mr. El/;s's Certifi- 
cates contained the Payments of Recalls upon Three hundred and Fifty-two 
Ships, which amounted to Fifteen thouſand Four hundred and Seventy Pounds; 
Mr. Barré's Certificate contained the Payments of Recall upon One hundred and 
Ten Ships, and amounted to Twenty thouſand One hundred Fifty-five Pounds : 
Had theſe Payments been made by extracted Liſts of Arrears, they would have 
been ail made by the Treaſurer in Office, and there would have been Four Re- 


turns only, each containing one Sum, being the Amount of all the Payments of 


Recalls at each Place, A ſeparate Account 1s now kept of the Payments of the 
Recalls upon each Ship, that ſuch Payments may be poſted in the Ledger, to 
the Account of the ending of each Ship's Book ; for as many Accounts are

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kept in the Ledger for every Ship, as there are Books open for the Payment of 
that Ship; but when a Book is cloſed, the Account of that Book is cloſed, and 
the ſubſequent Payments of Claims upon that Ship's Book are not placed to the 
Account of the Ship, but entered in the Account of the Lift of Arrears. Ang 
in the final Account of the Treaſurer, he has Credit in one Article for the Total 
Sum paid by him upon that Liſt during his whole Treaſurerſhip.

The 8 E XAMINATION of Mr. William Paynter; taken upon Oath, 
the 13th November 1782. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That if the Ships Books paid by a Tron of 

the Navy were to be cloſed upon his Reſignation, and all the future 
Payments were to be made upon Liſts of Arrears, it would be attended with the 
following Inconveniencies : It would be a great Obſtruction to the Payments in 
London; the Name and all the Circumſtances of every Perſon applying, as they 
ſtand upon the Ship's Book, muſt be extracted into the Liſt of Arrears ; this takes 
up Time, and will retard the Payments. There will likewiſe be a Difficulty in 
the Payment of Defalcations ; at preſent, the Treaſurer calculates from the Ship's 
Book what may be the probable Amount of each Defalcation, and pays the 
Perſons entitled Sums upon Account ; what the real Amount 1s cannot be known 
until the Book is made up, and then he diſcharges himſelf of the Sums he has 
paid for Defalcations, by the Receipts of the Perſons entitled; and if he has 
not paid the Whole, what remains he charges himſelf with in his voluntary 
Charge, and that is paid by the Treaſurer in Office, by a Defalcation Lift. 
This Lift will be much increaſed, for many of the Defalcations now paid by 
the Treaſurer out of Office, whilſt his Ship's Book continues open, mult then 
be paid by the Treaſurer in Office.

The Auditor allows. this Payment by the Authority of 
Two of the King's Warrants, counterſigned by the Secretary at War; the one 
directing the Paymaſter General to make out a Debenture complete for the Pay 
of the Regiment, Troop, or Company, agreeable to the Numbers born upon the 
reſpective Eſtabliſhments ; the other directing the Paymaſter General to pay to the 
Colonel of the Regiment, or Captain of the Troop or Company, the full Sum“ 
Alotted to them by the Eſtabliſhment, Theſe Two Warrants above mentioned, 
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with the Acquittance of the Ag gent endorſed upon the Pay Warrant, and the Re. 
ceipt of the Clothier, are the V ouchers for the Auditor. 

In his Examination. of the Sum paid for a Regiment, he firſt compares the 
groſs Sum entered in the Regimental Account Book with the Sum allotted ; In 
the Eſtabliſhment ; he then examines the Deductions of the Poundage, the Hy. 


ſpital, and the Allowance for Widows; he admits the State of the Subſiſtence 


and Clearings upon the Signature of the Agent; for the Off-reckonings, the Re. 
ccipt of the Clochier or his Aſſigns is produced; he takes the like Steps in ex. 
mining the Payments for the Troops and Companies. The Auditor proceeds in 
the ſame Manner in his Examination of the Sums paid to the Garriſons; the 
State of thoſe Sums vary from the State of the Sums paid to Regiments, in the 
Number of the Deductions made from them. 

The Regimental Book of. Account is ſigned and ſworn to by the Paymaſter Genen 
before the Deputy Auditors of the Impreſt, after it is examined, and before the 
official Account is declared. The Authority for the Payment of the General and 
Staff Officers is the King's Warrant, directing the Pay according to the Eftabliſh- 
ment, to the ſeveral Perſons whoſe Names are in a Liſt referred to by the War- 
rant, with the Sums due to them; and the Receipts of them, or their Aſſigns, 
are the Vouchers for the Allowance of the Payments : : Theſe Sums are compared 
with the Sums in the Eftabliſhment. A Bill for Contingencies is allowed, pur-

Where Payments are made for Extraordinary Services in Great Britain, ſome of 
the Warrants direct ſpecific Payments to particular Perſons therein named; in 
this Caſe the Warrant endorſed by the Perſon receiving, 1s a ſufficient Voucher; 
to ſome of the Warrants a Bill or Bills, containing the particular Items of the 
Sums directed to be paid, are annexed : The Auditor examines the Compurations 
and Caſtings, and allows the Payment upon the Endorſement of the Perſon entitled 
to receive it.

Where the Warrant directs the Money to be paid in Diſcharge of Bills drawn 
upon the Treaſury from abroad, it directs at the ſame Time the Auditor to 
charge the Drawer of the Bill with the Money; in that Caſe, the Drawer of the 
Bill is ſet inſuper. Many Warrants for Extraordinary Services do not ſpecify 
whether the Sum is to iſſue with or without Account; in that Caſe, the Auditor 
uſes his Diſcretion, and judges from the Nature of the Service whether he ſhall 
ſet the Perſon receiving inſuper, or not; if once ſet inſuper, he muſt continue

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Holland, Mr. Charles Townſhend, Lord North, and Mr. Cooke, and of Mr, (C4, 
and Mr. Thomas Townſhend, have been cleared in Lord Sondes's Office; but fone 
of them have their Accounts depending in the Auditor's Office. 

The Heads under which the Articles of the Account are ranged by the Ay. 
ditor in the official Form, vary from thoſe in the Book of Account: In the 
Auditor's Account all the Payments under each Eſtabliſhment are kept ſeparate 
and diſtin& from each other. The Extraordinaries are ranged in this Year 
Account under Four Heads; Extraordinaries in North America; thoſe in Gray 
Britain, and elſewhere; thoſe allowed for Vouchers loſt or miſlaid; and the 
Inſupers. In the Pay Office Account the Inſupers are not collected together, bu 
inſerted promiſcuouſly amongſt the other Contingencies and Extraordinaries: 
The ſelecting the Inſupers, and the Examination and Calculation of the ſeveral 
Deductions, are troubleſome, and take up much Time in the Office of the Au- 
ditor. The official Account. is neither ſigned nor ſworn to by the Paymaſter 


General ; it is declared before the Chancellor of the Exchequer and Two other 


Lords of the Treaſury : Two Parts of it are made up in the Office; One on 
Paper, kept in the Office; the other on Parchment, winch paſſes through the 
Exchequer Offices. 

The final Account of Lord Holland for 'Six Months, ending at Midfinae 
1765, has been ready, as far as the Auditor was enabled to. proceed with it, ever 
ſince, as he believes, the Year 1778, and the Two Parts have been engroſſed 


for upwards of Two Years : ſince which frequent Additions having been made 


to the Account, thoſe Additions have from Time to Time been made to the 
Engroſſments: It now waits for the only acting Executor of Lord Holland to 
ſtrike the Balance, and atteſt the Account; frequent Applications have been 
made to him from the Office for that Purpoſe, but without Effect. 

The Auditor is frequently retarded in completing the Accounts, from the Pay 
Office not regularly attending to his Applications. 

The Accounts of Mr. Charles Townſhend, and of Lord North and Mr. Cute, 
and of Mr. Cooke and Mr. Thomas Townſhend, though ſubſequent to the final 
Account of Lord Holland, have been declared ſince that Account, ſo far as the 
Auditors were concerned, was ready for Declaration. In O#ober laſt the Book 
of Lord Holland's final Account was taken to the Pay Office to have it com- 
pleted, and Two Additions to the Charge ariſing from Errors in the Account, 
were pointed out by the Auditor; at that Time the Balance was agreed with the 


Pay Office, to be Sixty-eight thouſand and Eight Pounds, including the Two above- 
mentioned Additions to the Charge, and by them wrote with a Pencil into the Book 


of Account; ſince which other Additions have been made to the Charge, and the 
preſent Balance of this Account of Lord Holland's, as it now ſtands, is One hundred 
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S9 much of the Sum deducted for the Allowance to Widows, purſuant to 
che Eſtabliſhment, as is applied during the Vear to that Service, is paid to 
the Paymaſter of the W Penſions, who paſſes his Accounts before the

The Receivers of the One Shilling and Sixpenny Duties alſo paſs their Accounts

The Deductions of the Foundage and Hoſpital are not ſurcharged by the Au- 


Jitor in his Account of the Paymaſter General of the Forces, but in his Accounr 
as Treaſurer and Paymaſter of Chelſea Hoſpital, an Annual Account of which he 
makes out at the ſame Time; and theſe Deductions are the only Charge * him 
in that Account. | 

The Vouchers for the Diſcharge are produced by the Deputy Treaſurer, and 
conſiſt of, the Eſtabliſhment, the King's Warrants, the Warrants of the Com- 
miſlioners for managing the Affairs of the Hoſpital, Bills of Particulars, and Re- 
ceipts of the Parties: The Diſcharge conſiſts, in. general of Payments of various 
Salaries, and for Proviſions, Neceſlaries, and contingent Expences of the Ho- 
ſpital ; the Vouchers for the Salaries are, the Eſtabliſhment, the King's Warrafts, 
and the Receipts of the Parties; the Vouchers for the Proviſions, Neceſſaries, 
and contingent Expences, are, the Warrants of the Commiſſioners, with the Bills 
annexed, and the Receipts of the Parties. | * 

The Auditor examines the Computations and Caſtings, but not the Propriety 
of the ſeveral Articles; the Bills are allowed by the Commiſſioners, and the Au- 
ditor can form no Judgment upon them. 


The Sum for the Out Penſioners is paid by the Commiſſioners W 


to the Agent of the Out Penſioners, who paſſes an Annual Account before the 
Auditor. 

The Paymaſter General is uſually in Surpluſage in his Account as Paymaſter 
General, becauſe the Extraordinary Services incurred in that Year, are placed to 
the Account of that Year, though not paid until the ſucceeding Years, and with.

Pay Office to the Auditor of the Impreſt, when completed, contains al 

the Receipts and Payments of the Paymaſter General of the Forces of that Tear; 
. theſe Receipts and Payments are taken from Entries in the Ledgers, and are digeſted 

under Heads. of Service. That Part of the Voluntary Charge under the Head of 
Gain by Exchange, is made out by the Accountant of the Pay Office, and certified 
to the Auditor; it ariſes from the Difference between the Value at which the 
Dollar is eſtimated by the Contractor for remitting in England, and iſſued by the 
Deputy Paymaſter at Gibraltar and Minorca ; the eſtimated Value of the Dolly 
being leſs than the Value at which it is iſſued, the Paymaſter General Charge 

himſelf with the Difference, | 

The Poundage Account, and the Liſt of the Allowance to Widows, are taken 
from the Regimental Account Book; theſe Sums being allowed to the Paymaſter 
General in the Credit which he takes for the Pay of each Regiment, and not 
being paid by him, he inſerts them in his Charge. The Deductions of the One 
Shilling and Sixpenny Duties are made from the Pay of the Officers ſubjett to 
thoſe Duties at the Time they are paid, but the Paymaſter General takes Credit 
for the full Pay, and muſt therefore charge himſelf with thoſe Duties. The 
Stoppages for Proviſions are collected from the Accounts of the Deputy Pay- 
maſters, the Paymaſter General having Credit for the full Subſiſtence ; but having 
iſſued leſs by the Amount of the Stoppages, purſuant to the Warrants of the 
Commanders in Chief, muſt charge himſelf with that Amount.

As for 
Inſtance : Where the Warrant of a Commiſſary General, or Commander in Chief, 
dire&s the Deputy Paymaſter to pay the Balance of a ſtated Account annexed 
to that Warrant, and allowed by the Director General of Control, and ſigned 
by a Commiſſary of Accounts, in which Account, Sums appear to have been 
iſued to the Accountant on Account, and for which he has been ſet Inſuper, the 
Auditor, upon Production of that Warrant, with the Account annexed as a 
Voucher for the Paymaſter General, clears the Inſuper; though the Warrant 


is filent as to the Payment of that Balance, whether it ſhall be with or without

Where the Warrant is Glent, 


the Auditor uſes his Diſcretion, and judges,

Where a Regiment is complete, the Agent receives the full Sub- 
ſiſtence, according to the Eſtabliſhment ; where it is not complete, he receives a 
Sum upon Account of Subſiſtence, the Quantum of which Sum is directed by the. 
Secretary at War; this Sum conſiſts of the Subſiſtence of the Effectives, and of 
a Part of the Non-Effectives, and of the Four Warrant Men per Company.

The Firſt Notice to the Office every Year relative to the Clothing is from the 
Judge Advocate. About the End of the Year he ſends a Letter to the Secretary, 
acquainting him, that the Board of General Officers have that Day choſen the 
General Officers therein named, to be the Board for inſpecting and regulating the 
Clothing of the Army for the enſuing Year, commencing the gth of November; 
and that they have appointed a certain Day for their Meeting : Notice of this 
Meeting is ſent from the Office to every one of theſe General Officers, and to 
every Colonel of a Regiment. The Number of General Officers appointed is 
uncertain; but Three of them form a Board. Upon the Day of the Meeting, 
the Clothiers attend, and produce Patterns of the ſeveral Species of Clothing: 
They are inſpected and examined by the Board, as to their Quality only; and if 
approved they are ſealed by Three of the Board, and with the Office Seal, and 
taken away by the Clothiers. The Board agree amongſt themſelves to review 
the Clothing of all the Regiments after they are made up, no One reviewing the 
Clothing of his own Regiment. When the Clothing is ready, the Clothier 
applies to the Office for a Letter to the General who is appointed to view his 
Clothing, to acquaint him that the Clothing 1s ready for his Inſpection. After 
ſuch Inſpection, the Clothier brings to the Office a Certificate, under the Hand 
of the General who viewed the Clothing, that he had found the ſame agreeable 
to the ſealed Patterns: He brings at the ſame Time the Colonel's Aſſignment;

The Ordnance is One of thoſe Offices, the Accounts of which the Auditor of 
the Impreſt is empowered to audit, by the Letters Patent by which he holds his 
Office. An Account contains the Receipts and Payments of a Year, unleſs 
where there have been more Treaſurers in the Year than One; in which Caſe 
each makes up an Account for fuch Part of the Year as he has been Treaſurer, 
The Accounts are uſually delivered into the Office of the Auditor within the Year 
after the Period of the Account—The Treaſurer of the Ordnance tranſmits to 
the Auditor a Ledger, containing a complete Account of all his Receipts and 
Payments during the Period of the Account, with an Abſtract of the Account at 
the End—The Charge contains the Balance on the laſt Account, the Impreſt from 
the Exchequer, the Voluntary Charge, and the Impreſt Vacated within the Time 
of the Account—The Diſcharge contains the Payments by Debentures, for the 
various Services of the Ordnance: All the Payments are made by Debenture, ex- 
cept thoſe upon the Quarter Books, and the Fees to the Auditors of the Impreſt,

depending The Vouchers for the Diſcharge, tranſmitted with the Ledger, are 
the Quarter Books and the Debentures : The Quarter Books are of Two Kinds;

them, and the Treaſurer receives it at the Exchequer. The Sums impreſted from 
the Exchequer are either for the Land Service, the Sea Service, or Exceedings;

and this Reſolution has been carried into Execution ever fince.—An Engineer in 
England neither receives nor pays Money ; the Storckeeper pays, in conſequence 
of his Order, and paſſes his Account in the Surveyor” s Office. —The Engineer 
ferving with the Army abroad paſſes no Account in the Office of the Ordnance, 
for he receives no Money from the Ordnance. | 
Ever ſince he has been in the Ordnance, their Debentures. have carried no 
Intereſt, unleſs by particular Agreement; it has been frequently recommended 
by the Board to the Treaſury that they ſhould bear Intereſt: He believes the 
Diſcount upon theſe Debentures has been, at ſome Times during the TW O laſt 
Years, 28 per Cent. 

In every Agreement with the Board, either for Stores or Service, the Perſon: 
contracting underſtands that he is to be paid in Courſe, unleſs the Agreement 
ſpecifies to the contrary.— The Plans for the Fortifications at Chatham, Port/- 
mouth, and Plymouth, are very extenſive, and will occaſion a great Expence they 
are not yet nearly completed. —Eftimates of the whole Expence for complet- 
ing each of them, and keeping them in Repair, are at this Time in the Con- 
templation of the Maſter General. 
In the Year 1775, a Contract for Horſes, Conductors, and Drivers, ſor the 
Ordnance, was entered into by the Board of Ordnance with Thomas Fitaberbert, 
Eſquire, to continue for Seven Vears.— The Contractor is bound to find and 
provide for the Ordnance all ſuch Horſes, Conductors, and Drivers, as he ſhould 
from Time to Time be required to find. —The Commander in Chief regulates 
from Time to Time the Number wanted, the Board ſend the Requiſition. to the 
Contractor; hence, as Circumſtances have varied, the Number of Horſes, Con- 
ductors, and Drivers, employed by the Ordnance, has been different; the firſt 
Number that was called for, was in the Tear 1778, and many were continued, 
pang upon Full Pay or Half Pay, until the End of the War.

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The Contractor is to provide Forage for his Horſes; but he is to be furniſhed

ductors and Drivers - are to find themſelves with e © The Ordnance 
agreed to allow Ten Pounds for every Horſe killed or taken by the Enemy, 

The Buſineſs of the Ordnance is conducted by the Maſter General and a Board 
The Maſter General is appointed by Letters Patent. He has in himſelf the com. 
plete executive Power, and can do any Act without the Intervention of the Board, 
except what regards the Inſtruments for the Payment of Money; he may dire 
the INve—but thoſe Inſtruments muſt be ſigned by Three Officers of the Board, 
of whom, in ſome of them, the Lieutenant General and the Clerk of the Ord- 
nahce muſt be Two; in others, any Three of the Board are ſufficient. 

The Maſter General is, by virtue of his Office, Commander in Chief both of 
the Artillery and Engineers, which 1s his Military Character. 

The Board conſiſts of Five Officers—the Lieutenant General, the Surveyor Ge- 
neral, the Clerk of the Ordnance, the Storekeeper, and Clerk of the Deliveries; 
theſe are called the principal Officers, Theſe Officers are each of them appointed 
by Letters Patent; each, except the Lieutenant General, has a diſtin& Civil 
Duty allotted to him: Any Three of them form a Board, and can make Con- 
tracts and Agreements, direct the Iſſue of Stores, and order Payments, without 
the Intervention of the Maſter General; but, if he chuſes to interpoſe, he has 3 
controllingPower over all they do.—The Lieutenant General has no particular Civil 
Duty, but as one of the Board Officers; in his Military Capacity he is Second in 
Command both in the Artillery and Engineers; in his Abſence, the Surveyor 
General has been appointed by the King's Warrant to act for him. —The preſent 
Lieutenant General has no Deputy—The reſt of the Board Officers have no Mi- 
litary Character. 

The Duty of the Surveyor General, or (as he is called i in his Patent) Maſter 
Surveyor, is to ſurvey all Stores received or returned; he has Clerks under him 
for that Purpoſe at the Tower; and at the Out Ports and foreign Garriſons 
Clerks of the Survey are appointed to do that Duty, and make their Returns to 
him. He is to examine and allow all Bills for Stores delivered, and Services 
performed—to ſee that the Prices are conformable to the Contract, Agreement, 
Warrant, or Order—to examine the Account of every Expenditure, and allow 
ſuch Articles as are warranted by the Inſtructions to the Officers intruſted with 
that Expenditure ; —the Repairs of the Storehouſes, Barracks, and all other Build- 

ings belonging to the Ordnance at the Tower; and the Artificers, Workmen, 
and Labaurers, there employed, are under his Direction. 

The Duty of the Clerk of the Ordnance is to examine and keep all the Accounts 
of Stores and Caſh, as a Check upon the Storekeeper and Treaſurery to make

General of the Ordnance; he has been in this Office about Thirty Years, | | 
ad Firſt Clerk about Four Years.—The Buſineſs of the Office of the Surveyor _ | 
beneral is to examine all Bills for Pay not on the Eſtabliſhment at Home, all 
bills for Stores ſupplied, and for Diſburſements on Account of the Ordnance.

ing Engineer at any Out Port appoints the Number of Labourers for carrying on 
any Works, at his Diſcretion ; they are paid by the Storekeeper at the Out Port, 
in conſequence of a Certificate and Order : The Certificate 1s ſigned by all the 
Engineers employed on the Work, and generally by the Overſeers ; and ſtates the 
Perſons employed, the Time of Service, and Rate per Day : The Order is the 
Direction of the Chief Engineer to the Storekeeper to pay the Sum therein men. 
tioned. —The Labourer ſigns his Name oppoſite to the Sum he is entitled to, 
-which Receipt is witneſſed by Two Officers; this forms the Pay Liſt, and is ſent 
up by the Storekeeper to the Surveyor General, as his Voucher for the Payment. 
Generally every Quarter the Storekeeper makes out an Abſtract of all his Par. 
ments, and tranſmits it to the Surveyor General, with his Vouchers; with an 
Affidavit annexed of the Sum therein contained, as having been actually paid by 
him, or ſome Perſon acting for him: Theſe Vouchers are examined in this Office 
by Three Clerks, and compared with the Abſtract, and the Surveyor General 
ſigns his Allowance to the Abſtract ; which, with the Vouchers, is then ſent to 
the Clerk of the Ordnance, for him to prepare a Debenture for the Sum therein 
allowed. Sometimes the Commanding Engineer has appointed Officers to ſuper- 
intend the Works, in which Caſe the Surveyor General has applied to the Board 
for their Directions, before he allowed that Payment in the Accounts of the Store- 
keeper; but now, according to a late Regulation, the Commanding Engineer 
is reſtrained from appointing Officers. The Agent for the Artillery paſſes the 
Account of his Diſburſements in this Office ; there 1s no fixed Time for paſſing 
them, he brings them in when convenient to him ; the laſt Aecount paſſed by him 
was allowed the 4th of this Month, and was up to the 3oth of Jane 1776.

8 
ral to be paſſed, is an Account of his Expenditure only ; he is not charged in 
this Office with the Sums he receives: After his Account is paſſed in this Office, 
it is ſent to that of the Clerk of the Ordnance, where the Sums allowed are et 
off in the Ledger againſt the Sums that have been impreſted to him. Where 
Sums in an Account are allowed, but (being improperly paid) are directed b 
the Board to be charged againſt others, it is the Buſineſs of the Clerk of ti: 
Ordnance to carry thoſe Directions into Execution—All the Vouchers produced 
to the Surveyor General, after being ſent to the Clerk of the Ordnance, are de. 
poſited in the White Tower. The Accounts of the Contractor for Horſes are

the Sum he owes is likewiſe inſefted in the Margin, and is entered by the Trea- 
ſurer in his Voluntary Charge. All Debentures are paid purſuant either to Letters 
or Liſts —thoſe paid in conſequence of Letters are called Ready Money Deben- 
tyres, or thoſe which the Board have agreed to pay as ſoon as they are enabled to 
do it—thoſe paid by Liſts are called Debentures in Courſe. The Perſons entitled 
to theſe Debentures know, when they contract, that no Time is limited for the 
Payment; and that they are to be paid as their Debentures come in Courſe of 
Time for Payment.—At every Board the Clerk of the Ordnance lays before 
them the State of the Caſh, and an Account of ſuch Ready Money Deben- 
tures as require Payment, and ſuch Sums as ought to be advanced on Accgunt— 
he prepares the Official Letters to the Treaſurer for the Payment of ſuch Sums 
as they dire&t.— Theſe Ready Money Debentures are principally for Tranſport 
Service, Home Freight, and Salaries.

Where a Debenture contains a Payment for Services, ſome of which are . |

During the laſt War the 
Commiſſaries and Paymaſters of the Artillery Abroad have drawn upon the Board 

of Ordnance for the Subſiſtence of the Artillery, and ſometimes the Board hays 
remitted Money to them for that Service; theſe Sums have all been charged to 
the Agent for the Artillery in England, who receives the Agency, and ſettles the 
Ae 0 with the Commiſſary, and paſſes his own Accounts in the Office of the 
Surveyor General.

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After the Expiration of the Contract for Horſes, Conductors, and Drivers, 
with Mr. Fitzherbert, the Board entered into a new Contract with Mr. Samuel 
Leco eſbury, in which the Full Pay of a Horſe per Day was One Shilling and Three 
Farthings ; and he was to be allowed a Ration from the King's Magazines, at the 
Price paid by Government, which appears (as he is informed by the Account of 
Mr. Maton, the Contractor for Forage, in the Auditor's Office) to be, in the 
Year 1782, Ten Pence Three Farthings a Ration : The Price of the Conductors 
and Drivers is the ſame in both Contracts, except that in the laſt Contract 
the Contractor was obliged to find Jackets and Caps, and many other 
Articles, for the Horſes and Drivers, which Government ſupplied to the Firſt

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Firſt Clerk in the Office of the Clerk of 
T the Deliveries in the Ordnance ; he has been about Fifteen Years in the 
Office, and about Six Years Firſt Clerk—this Office is executed in the Tower; 
the Duty is, to receive from the Storekeeper, to iſſue, and keep an Account of 
all the Ordnance and Stores iſſued from the Tower. When Stores are wanted at 
any Out Port, the proper Officers ſend to the Board of Ordnance for a Supply, 
ſtating the Stores they require: The Clerk of the Ordnance generally, or, if he 
is abſent, ſome other Board Officer, endorſes upon the Requiſition an Order for 
the Supply; this Order is ſent to the principal Storekeeper, for him to ſee whether 
he can comply with it; he tranſmits it to the Clerk of the Deliveries, that he 
may draw a Proportion, which is an Inſtrument that contains a Specification of 
the Stores to be iſſued, the Place to which they are to be iſſued, and the Date of 
the Order of the Board : This Proportion is ſigned by any Three Board Officers, 
entered in the Proportion Book in this Office.” and then delivered to the Store-.

HIS Examinant ſaith, He has been employed as Commanding Engineer 
at Plymouth ever ſince the Year 1777. It was his Buſineſs, by virtue of 
that Appointment, to ſuperintend the Conſtruction and Repairs of all the Forti- 


fications in that Diviſion, The Commanding Engineer receives his Directions 
x either 
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either from the Maſter General or the Board of Ordnance, relative to any Project 
approved of by them; he forms an Eſtimate of the Expence according to the 
Prices cſtabliſhed by the Board for different Species of Work, and tranſmits that 
Eſtimate to them. The Prices from which Eſtimates have generally been hitherto 
formed, were eſtabliſhed ſeveral Years ago, and taken from Propoſals then deli- 
vered in to the Board purſuant to Advertiſements.” Since O#Zober laſt the Prices 
of ſome of the material Species of Work have been reduced, more reaſonable 
Terms having been delivered in to the Board, in conſequence of Advertiſements. 
—By the Order of the Maſter General and Board, he formed an Eſtimate for 
the Works in the Plymouth Diviſion for the Year 1784; he ſent the Original to 
he Maſter General, and a Duplicate to the Board—that Eſtimate was formed 
upon the old Prices, the Alterations in the Prices not having been then com- 
municated to him; he 1s now, purſuant to Orders from the Maſter General, form- 
ing a NEW Eſtimate for the ſame Works at the reduced Prices. No Part of a 
Work is executed, or Materials for any Work provided, without the expreſ

The ſeveral Species of Work, except the Day Labour, are executed by Con- 
tract, —The Execution is ſuperintended by the Commanding Engineer, and the 
ſubaltern Engineers and Overſeers under him.—Theſe Engineers and Overſeers 
are appointed, and their Pay ſettled, by the Maſter General. They every Day 
make Reports to the Commanding Engineer, in Writing, ſigned by One or more 
of them, as to the Day Labour and Repairs, of the Progreſs of the Work at 
their ſeveral Stations, ſpecifying the Materials expended and the Perſons em- 
ploxed. The Engineer or Overſeer who ſuperintends a Work to be paid for by 
Meaſure, every Week reports to the Commanding Engineer the Progreſs of the 
Work. — The Labourers are procured by the Commanding Engineer, at the uſual 
Price of Labour in that Country, or at ſuch other Price as may be agreed for, 
ualeſs they are Soldiers, who are paid according to the Regulations of the Com- 
mander in Chief. They are paid every Month by Pay Liſts certified by Two 
or more Engineers or Overſeers, which Certificate is their Atteſtation that the 
Perſons therein named have performed the Labour therein mentioned. In con- 
ſequence of this Certificate the Commanding Engineer ſigns an Order to the 
Storekeeper for Payment. —Thoſe Works which are executed by Contract, and 
ac to be paid for by Meaſure, are meaſured every Three Months, or oftener, 
by the Engineer and Overſeer, in conjunction with a Perſon on the Part of the 
Contractor: They all ſign to the Truth of the Meaſurement. In conſequence

HIS Examinant faith, That he is Deputy Controller of the King's La-

It is a Part of his Duty to attend the 
Proof of all Gunpowder made uſe of by Government. — This Proof is made at 
Purfleet only, before it 1s received into the Magazines as ſerviceable, or paid for, 
—The Gunpowder is either newly made, or returned back from Ships of War, 
or foreign Garriſons, to be re-proved. | | 


When a Proof becomes neceſſary, the Board of Ordnance direct the Deputy | 
Controller to attend at Purfleet at a certain Time; the Officers who attend with 
him are, the Chief Fire Maſter, the Aſſiſtant Fire Maſter, and the Three Ord- 
nance Officers at Purfleet, the Storekeeper, the Clerk of the Survey, and the 
Clerk of the Checque. — Formerly the Mode of Proof was the raiſing a give 
Weight, in a Frame called a Vertical Eprouvette, by a given Quantity of 
Powder; but this Mode has, by a Courſe of Experiments lately made by Orce: 
of Lord Townſhend, been found not to be a certain Proof of the Goodneſs of the 
Powder; for a Powder that with Two Drachms raiſed the Vertical Eprovvett | 
Four Inches and Five Tenths, with Three Pounds, in a Thirteen Inch Mertz, 
ranged the Shell One thouſand One hundred and Three Yards; and a Poxae 
that with the ſame Quantity raiſed the Eprouvette only One Inch and Nie 


thouſand 
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thouſand One hundred and Twelve Yards, — A Report of theſe Experiments, 
drawn up and ſigned by him and the Two Fire Maſters, he delivered to Lord 
Townſhend ; a Copy of it, ſigned by himſelf, is now before the Board of Ord- 
nance, for them to ſettle the Mode of Proof for the future. Hence it appears, 
that great Quantities of Powder proved by the former Method (the only eſta- 
bliſhed Mode to prove the Strength of Government Powder, as appears by the 
Copies of the official Papers ſebjoined) which were probably fit for Service, 
may have been condemned, and either fold as unſerviceable, or ufed in Triumph, 
or the Saltpetre extracted, to be worked up again at Feverſham; and near Eleven 
thouſand Barrels of foreign Powder, now in the Magazines, are condemned, great 
Part of which, when proved by Mortars, may probably be found fit for the heavy 
Artillery for Land Service, which will ſave Government a conſiderable Sum of 
Money. After a Proof at Purfleet, a Report is made to the Maſter General and 
Board of the Quantity of Powder proved, and the State of it; this Report is 
ſigned by the Deputy Controller, the Two Fire Maſters, and the Storekeeper. 
The Powder is not received into the Magazines as ſerviceable, until the Board 
direct it, in conſequence of that Report. 

The only Manufactory for Gunpowder, belonging to Government, is at Fever- 
bam; the reſt of the Gunpowder is made by Powder Merchants or Contractors. . 

The great Depoſit for the Government Gunpowder, in this Part of the Kingdom, 
is at Purfleet ;—1t conſiſts of Five Magazines at the Diſtance of Fifty-eight Feet 
from each other; Four of them are calculated to contain Thirty-eight thouſand 
Four hundred Barrels; the other is intended only for laying Powder down for 
Proof. Should any one of theſe Magazines be blown up, it is ſcarcely poſlible 
but they muſt all be blown up. —By the laſt Return of the reſpective Officers of 
the Ordnance ar Purfeet, dated the 13th Inſtant, the Quantity of Powder then in 
Store was Thirty-five thouſand Four hundred and Six whole Barrels, each con-

W HE RE As you have repreſented unto Us, that the 3 Eſtabliſſr- 
ments, in ſeveral Branches of the Ordnance, are in many Reſpects de- 
fective, and ill calculated for carrying on the Buſineſs of that Office with Re— 
gularity and Economy, and particularly in reſpect to the Proofs of Powder and 
Ordnance, which have heretofore been under the Inſpection of the Principal

The Artificers Bill is ſent to him, ſigned by the Modeller; he pays the Perſons 
named in this Bill, of courle, upon the Authority of the Signature of the Model- 
ler..-He receives the Labourers Bill from the Clerk of the Check at the Tower, 
ſigned by him ; he ſends it to the Board; 1t 1s returned to him with an Entry 
of the Order of the Board, directing him to pay it. The Stoppages are paid pur- 
ſuant to an Order of the Board; and an Impreſt Bill is ſent to him from the Clerk of 
the Ordnance. —All other Payments, except ſome very {mall ones of Court,

The EXA MINATION of Richard Bethel Cox, Eſquire; taken upon 
Oath, April 2d and 7th, 1784. 


TVHIS Examinant ſaith, That Meſſrs. Richard Cox and Arthur Mair were 
Paymaſters of the Artillery, from the Year 1772 to the 3oth April 1782, 
when they were ſuperſeded : He was employed in the Office under his Father 
Richard Cox, from the Year 1773 to the Year 1782; the Caſh Account of Meſſrs. 
Cox and Mair with the Board of Ordnance, delivered by him to this Board, and 
dated the 31ſt March 1784, contains, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, a 
true State of that Account, down to the 3oth April 1782. | 
The Board of Ordnance are at this Time indebted to them in the Sum of 
Fifteen thouſand and Fifty-ſix Pounds Ten Shillings and Eleven Pence Three 
Farthings, including their Agency and Salaries. The Sums iſſued by the Board 
of Ordnance to the Paymaſter for the Monthly Subſiſtence of the Artillery, are 
computed upon the Eſtabliſhments in Great Britain and in the Mediterranean ; but 
the Sums iſſued by him include the Subſiſtence not only of thoſe Eſtabliſhments, 
but allo of Supernumeraries, who are muſtered in the Companies of Artillery it

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Home, 1n order to recruit the Companies Abroad, and of Soldiers doing Duty at 


Home, but belonging to Companies Abroad; and for theſe the Board never iſſue

The EXAMINATION of James Fraſer, Eſquire; taken upon Oath, 
January 22d and 23d, 1784. 


TY HIS Examinant ſaith, That he was acting Paymaſter to the Artillery ſerving 
with the Army in North America. —He was appointed to this Office by 
General Pattiſon, who commanded the Artillery upon Mr. Grant's leaving Ame- 
rica in September 1780. It was his Duty to defray every Expence of- the Artillery, 
Civil and Military, purſuant to written Orders of the Commanding Officer of 
the Artillery. —All the Money he received for this Service was from the Office 
of Ordnance, either by Caſh remitted from England to the Paymaſter of Ar- 
tillery for the Time being, or by Bills of Exchange drawn by him on the Office 
of Ordnance, and atteſted. by the Commanding Officer of Artillery.—The Con- 
ductors, Artificers, and Labourers, were paid in the following Manner :— Muſter 
Rolls, containing their Names and Employments, were ſent every Month to the 
Pay Office by the acting Commiſſary of Stores, who muſtered them; from theſe 
Rolls Pay Lifts were formed every Month in the Office, containing the Names 
and Stations of the Perſons employed; the Number of Days they were employed 
was taken from a Check Liſt delivered to the Paymaſter by the Overſeer of the 
Works, who was anſwerable for the Truth of that Liſt: The Rate per Day is 
taken from the Rule laid down by the Board of Ordnance long ago, and adopted 
in America; and the Sum due is calculated in the Office, — The Truth of this 
Lift muſt be certified by the Signature of the Commiſſary of Stores; it is then 
tent to the Commanding Officer of Artillery, who ſigns the Direction to the Pay- | 
maſter to pay the Perſons therein mentioned the Sums ſet oppoſite their Names. 
—Theſe Perſons are then aſſembled together at the Pay Office, and each is paid 
the Sum ſet oppoſite his Name, and ſigns his Name, or ſets his Mark, in the 
Preſence either of the Paymaſter or his Clerks. 

Liſts of Free Negroes, who cannot write, are paid in the Preſence of Two 
Perſons of Character, who atteſt the Payments; theſe Pay Liſts are the Vouchers 
for the Paymaſter in paſſing his Accounts in the Office of the Surveyor General 
of the Ordnance.—Where Stores have been ſupplied, the Merchant delivers in 
his Bill to the Commiſſary, who examines and atteſts it, and is anſwerable for 
the Truth of it: Upon this Atteſtation the Commanding Officer directs the Pay- 
ment; which is made in the Preſence of Two Witneſſes, who atteſt the Receipt.

\HE Plan of a- Military Work being approved of, I pneſume that the next 
and immediate Conſiderations are, the. Time, and Money requiſite to com- 

plete it; conſequently, that it becomes the Duty of the Board of Ordnance to 
adopt that Mode of executing the Plan, which is attended with the greateſt Diſ. 
patch and leaſt Expence. There are Two Ways of carrying on Works in the

T HIS Examinant faith, That the Profits of the Auditors of the Impreſt 
_ ariſe from Salaries and Fees : The Salaries are ancient Payments from the 
Exchequer and other Offices, and amount together to about One hundred Pounds 
a Year to each Auditor: The Fees upon the Ordinary Accounts conſiſt either of 


certain fixed Annual Allowances for auditing certain Accounts, or of Sums bear- 


ing a certain Proportion to the Amount of the Account; and, in the Army, a 
certain Annual Sum for the Account, and a certain Sum for every Troop and 


Company contained in the Account. 


The other Fees are, ſmall Payments for the Enrolment of public Inſtruments 
in the Office, according to a Table of Fees long eſtabliſhed, and amounting to 
about Two hundred Pounds a Year. The Fees for the Extraordinary Accounts 
are in Proportion to the Length and Period of the Account, and the Trouble 
it gives to the Office. —All theſe Fees (except for ſome of the Enrolments) 
are paid by the Public. — The Authority by which the Auditor claims his Fees 


is, either the Warrant of the Lord High Treaſurer Godolphin, dated the 4th 
July 1704—or a Warrant under the Sign Manual—or a Warrant from the 


Treaſury. 


The Profits of the Deputy Auditors ariſe from Salaries TY to them 
by the Auditor, and from Fees and Gratuities; the Fees are certain fixed 
Sums on particular Accounts, and paid by the Public; the Gratuities are 
ſuch Preſents as the Deputy underſtands to have been uſually paid by the 
Accountants. 

The Profits of the Clerks ariſe from Salaries paid to them by the Auditors 
from certain Sums, or a certain Propor tion, out of the Auditor's Fees—Allow- 


ances for engroſſing, and extra Buſineſs - and Gratuities from Individuals. 


The Deputy receives, both for the Auditor and Clerks, all the Profits of the 
Office, and accounts to them for ſuch Profits. 

All the Expences of the Office are defrayed by the Auditor; he is rated to the 
and Tax and Twelve Penny Duty. — In the Year 1781 the Eſtabliſhment of the 
Office was increaſed by the Addition of One Deputy and Four Clerks; and in 
that and the following Year Six or Seven extra Clerks were added; and all the 
Clerks were paid for extra Work, which occaſioned the great Increaſe of the Ex- 
pences in thoſe Years.
